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$300 due in rent for Heritage Park quarters 
Park board reverses stand, allows 
drum, bugle corps use of building

The Wheeling Park Board last Thurs- 


day reversed an earlier decision and 
voted to allow the First Illinois Volun- 
teers Drum and Bugle Corps to continue 
to use the Heritage Park building prac- 
tice sessions. 


The board agreed four weeks ago to 


deny the corps color guard further use of 
the facility if the organization did not 
pay over $300 in past due rent by March 
1. 


The commissioners reconsidered the 


matter In answer to a request from Rob- 
ert Hoehn Sr., president of the Volun- 
teers. Hoehn told the board he had been 
out of town for several months and was 
not aware of the debt. 


Park Board Pres. Lorraine Lark said 


bills were repeatedly sent to the treas- 
urer of the organization in the past 10 
months, but the notices were never an- 
swered. 


AFTER LEARNING of the park 


board's decision to remove the Volun- 
teers if the debt wasn't cleared up imme- 
diately, Hoehn charged publicly last 
week that the commissioners were "anti- 
Juvenile." 


Referring to Hoehn's statements In 


several local newspapers, Mrs. Lark said 
she considered the comments were de- 
meaning. She added that she felt the park 
district had done its best to accom- 
modate the Volunteers. 


Mrs. Lark said the corps has been 


allowed to use the Heritage Park build- 
Ing at a much reduced rate for over a 
year and It wasn't until damages by the 
group were discovered that the board de- 
cided to press for the overdue money. 


"We're not an affluent park district," 


Mrs. Lark said, "We've been very frug- 


Cavalier denial criticism unfair: Mrs. Lark 


Wheeling Park Board Pres. Lorraine 


Lark said Thursday she considered re- 
cent criticism of the board's decision to 
deny the Cavalier Drum and Bugle Corps 
use of park land unfair. 


In a statement to the board, Mrs. Lark 


discussed the charges that have been 
made by Robert Hoehn Sr., president of 
the First Illinois Volunteers Drum and 
Bugle Corps and by the Reminder, a lo- 
cal shopper. 


Hoehn charged last week that the park 


district's decision reflected an anti-youth 
feeling. The Reminder said the decision 
damaged the "public image" of the vil- 
lage. 


"THIS COMMISSIONER feels the com- 


ments by Hoehn in the papers were very 
uncalled for and did not only demean the 
board of commissioners, but the resi- 


al, cut down our staff and drawn the belt 
just about as tight as it can go. I think 
the park district has bent over backward 
to cooperate with you." 


According to the financial arrange- 


ments, the Volunteers are to settle their 
account with the park district by Aug. 1. 
After that date, they will pay rent on a 
monthly basis. 


Hoehn asked for the extension until Au- 


gust because the Volunteers plan to raise 
the money with a show scheduled for 
July. 


BOARD MEMBERS Gus Nizzi and Bob 


Ross voted against the motion to approve 


dents of the community and specifically 
the residents of the park district." 


Commenting on the story carried in the 


newspaper, Mrs. Lark said, "I don't 
know where this story came from. I can 
only surmise that it was received second, 
third or even fourth hand. To my knowl- 
edge, this newspaper has not had a re- 
porter at our meetings for a very long 
time, if ever. 


"If a board deserves a rap on the 


knuckles," she continued, "that reporter 
has every right and should do so.

support. 


"I've never had to beg anybody for 


money to work with kids," Hoehn said, 
"but we just don't get any cooperation 
out of anybody here in Wheeling." 


Hear local party objections

A three-member panel'today will hear 


objections to the nominating petitions of 
both Wheeling political parties in the 
April 17 village board election. 


Originally the hearings were scheduled 


to begin at 1 p.m., however, they have 
been pushed back one hour. They will 
start at 2 p.m. in Room 1707 of the Chi- 
cago Civic Center. 


The first hearing will deal with objec- 


tions filed against the petitions of the 
Wheeling Independent Party (WHIP) by 
Richard Massa, 358 Stone PI. 


Massa filed his objections three days 


after the official deadline for filing objec- 
tions. He charged that WHIP candidates 
did not have statements of economic in- 
terest on file with the county clerk at the 
time they filed their nominating peti- 
tion. 


IN tUS objections, Massa also chal- 


lenged the signatures on 30 petition 
sheets, stating they were not signed in 


front of the person whose name appears 
on the bottom of the sheet. 


A large number of individual signa- 


tures were also challenged for not being 
registered voters, discrepancies with the 
county voter registration records, im- 
proper addresses, and the use of ditto 
marks and erasures. 


The second hearing, scheduled for 3 


p.m., will consider objections filed to the 
petitions of the To Overall Progress Par- 
ty (TOP) by Judie B. McReynolds, 441 
Oak St. 


Mrs. McReynolds challenged a large 


number of signatures because of dis- 
crepancies between the way they appear 
on the petitions and voter registration 
records. She also challenged the designa- 
tion TOP instead of the full party name 
on the nominating petitions. 


IN HER objections, Mrs. McReynolds 


also challenged the use of county pre- 
cinct numbers on the statements of can- 
didacy, saying the district should have 
been specified aa a village district. 


A special electoral board will rule on 


these objections. Under normal circum- 
stances, this board would consist of the 
village president, village clerk and se- 
nior trustee on the village board. 


Since two of these persons are candi- 


dates in the April 17 election, their 
places will be filled by two associate 
judges appointed by the Cook County Cir- 
cuit Court. The two judges appointed to 
the board are Judge Helen F. 
McGilHcuddy and Judge Daniel J. Rob- 
erts. John Koeppen, senior trustee, will 
fill the third seat on the board. 


In the 1971 village elections, objections 


filed to the petitions of the WHIP party 
resulted in that party being taken off the 
official ballot. WHIP candidates then 
waged an unsuccessful write-in cam- 
paign for election. 


Once the electoral board rules on the 


objections, the village clerk will be able 
to proceed with having the official ballots 
printed.

Hospitals go slowly on abortion policies

The effects of the recent Supreme 


Court decision striking down the Illinois 
abortion law an not being Immediately 
felt In the Northwest suburbs. 


Area hospitals are either flatly refus- 


ing to perform abortions or moving slow- 
ly to change the hospital's policy. 


Holy Family Hospital in Des Plaines 


and Alexian Brothers Medical Center In 
Elk Grove Village both are following the 
policies of the Catholic church and refus- 
ing to perform abortions. 


Abortion policies at Northwest Commu- 


nity Hospital In Arlington Heights and 
Lutheran General Hospital in Park 
Ridge have not changed with the recent 
ruling. Both hospitals are declining to 
perform abortions on demand, pending a 
decision by their boards of trustees, 


JACK RYON, a spokesman for North- 


west Community Hospital, said the medi- 
cal staff and board would probably meet 
within the month to determine if the hos- 
pital's abortion policies should be al- 
tered. 


At Lutheran General Hospital, a study 


group of physicians, theologians, admin- 
istrators and trustees has been formed to 
study the abortion issue and report back 
to the trustees. Because the hospital is 
affiliated with a church there are more 
t h a n just the legal and medical 
a s p e c t s to be taken Into consid- 
eration, according to Harold Kurtz, a 
hospital spokesman. 


Several abortion clinics opened their 


doors Friday but most Chicago area hos- 
pitals were moving more slowly, accord- 
ing to United Press International. 


ABORTION became legal when Chief 


U. S. District Court Judge Edwin Robson 
signed an order putting Illinois law into 
compliance with the U.S. Supreme 
Court's landmark decisions. 


Previously, it had been Illegal in Illi- 


nois to perform an abortion except to 
save a mother's life. Now, any woman 
may have an abortion by a licensed phy- 
sician within the first three months of 
pregnancy. 


After that, the state can place certain 


restrictions on abortion, but a woman 
may still obtain one until the period of 
"quickening" when she can feel the un- 
born fetus stirring inside her. The state 
may forbid abortions after the quick- 
ening except if a woman's life or health 
Is endangered. 


ABORTIONS were expected to cost be- 


tween $125 and $150 when performed dur- 
ing the first three months of pregnancy, 
and more after that because the proce- 
dure becomes more complex. 


Blue Cross-Blue Shield and some other 


insurance companies said they would 
pay for the operation. The Illinois Public 
Aid Department made no immediate de- 
cision on whether it would pay for abor- 
tion for welfare mothers, but a spokes- 
man said it probably would. 


In Chicago, several groups are plan- 


ning to open clinics. Among Chicago hos- 
pitals which plan to offer abortion facil- 
ities are University of Chicago, Univer- 
sity of Illinois, Chicago Wesley Memor- 
ial, Evanston Hospital, Michael Reese 
and Grant.

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Jury sequestered again 
Clerk's trial enters its second week 


A second week of testimony In the 


bribery trial of Cook County Clerk Ed- 
ward J. Barrett begins today in federal 
district court. 


The four women and eight men on the 


jury and four alternate jurors were se- 
questered over the weekend as they have 
been since last Monday night. 


On Friday, the government completed 


its case against Barrett and the first two 
defense witnesses took the stand. 


Early Friday afternoon, defense attor- 


ney Thomas Foran battled with Judge 
Richard Austin over the admission of 
evidence from the cross-examinations of 
two former officials of the Shoup Voting 
Machine Co., Irving H. Meyers and An- 
thony Lemisch. 


BARRETT IS charged with accepting 


$180,000 in bribes from the Shoup com- 
pany. Other charges in Barrett's in- 
dictment include tax evasion and mail 
fraud. 


Outside of the presence of the jury, 


Austin denied most of Koran's motions to 
admit the evidence and he also refused 
to separate the charges dealing with vot- 
ing machine insurance kickbacks from 
the bribery charges. 


Foran said the insurance commission 


charges were filed by the government to 
"beef up its bribery case." 


At one point, Austin suggested Foran 


should call as a witness a third Shoup 
employe. 


"Bring in one of those guys with the 


same deal with the government to testify 
for my witness? He might shoot him 
(Barrett) from the witness stand," Fo- 
ran shouted. 


Later Austin joked that perhaps addi- 


tional safe-deposit boxes to hold bribe 
money were not needed until the Shoup 
official began bribing Barrett at double 
the usual rate. 


WHEN AUSTIN asked Foran to hurry 


so the jury could return to the court-

room, Foran said "Your honor, I'd like 
to complete my demise." 


Austin also denied Koran's third 


request for a mistrial in the case. 


Foran said "Your honor has artic- 


ulated from the bench his belief the de- 
fendant is guilty." 


When Austin urged the government to 


use gambling checks from one witness as 
evidence Meyers never misspent slush 
fund cash, Foran said that if the govern- 
ment tried that argument, "I'll eat them 
like an hors d'oeuvre." 


WILLIAM F. MULLEN, a Pennsylva- 


nia policeman, testified Friday afternoon 
he had investigated a burglary at Mey- 
ers' house. Mullen said Meyers told him 
he left $5,000 to $6,000 in cash in a bath- 
room safe in his apartment for entertain- 
ment and travel. 


Meyers had denied keeping that much 


money on hand when he testified earlier 
last week. 


Thomas J. King, supervisor of the elec- 


tion department of the cook county 
clerk's office, also testified Friday. King 
said he recommended the number of vot- 
ing machines the county has purchased 
since 1964. 


The county board never bought any 


more machines than he recommended, 
King said. 


"The county has never had an excess 


of machines," he said. 


BEFORE THE government rested its 


case Friday 
morning, Cook County 


Board Pres. George W. Dunne took the 
witness stand to tell what he knew about 
the county's purchase of voting machin- 
es. 


Dunne said the county board unani- 


mously approved four voting machine 
contracts between 1967 and 1971, all at 
the recommendation of Barrett. He ex- 
plained to the jury that the 1,400 machin- 
es are used in suburban areas of Cook 
County outside of the area served by the 
Chicago Board of Election Commission- 
ers. 


Dunne said the county clerk has au- 


thority to negotiate for the machines and 
to determine how many are needed. 


He said the actual voting machine con- 


tracts were submitted to the county 
board for approval either by the county 
deputy comptroller or by the deputy 
clerk. Both posts are under Barrett's su- 
pervision. 


DUNNE SAID he himself voted for the 


contract, relying on the recommenda- 
tions to the county board by the county 
clerk. 


He said Barrett had never told him he 


received a 15 per cent commission on the 
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insurance premiums the county paid to 
insure voting machines. 


Dunne also told the jury about an opin- 


ion from the state's attorney's office in 
1954 saying voting machines did not have 
to go out for competitive bids. He testi- 
fied Barrett became county clerk in 19S5, 
but Dunne said he was not sure whether 
Barrett was originally appointed or elect- 
ed to the post. 


ALSO TESTIFYING yesterday morn- 


ing was Bernard A. Schaffer, a tax 
consultant who prepared Barrett's 1970 
income tax return. He said Barrett had 
not told him of receiving any money 
from the Shoup Voting Machine Co. 


He said in reviewing Barrett's bank 


statements and expenditure records to 
prepare the return, he found "nothing 
that would cause any concern." 


He said the insured sales commission 


Barrett received from A. J. Gallagher & 
Co. for placing the voting machine insur- 
ance through Gallagher was reported on 
Barrett's income tax. 


The government's attorneys also spent 


more than an hour Friday morning read- 
ing stipulations to testimony from vari- 
ous employes of the Gallagher firm and 
the Centennial Insurance Co., which is- 
sued the insurance on the voting machin-

License weighed 
for non-profit units 


The Wheeling Village Board is taking 


steps to establish a new type of tempora- 
ry business license for non-profit organi- 
zations within the village. 


The temporary license will be avail- 


able for a $5 fee to organizations spon- 
soring fund-raising events like carnivals, 
picnics and fairs. The license will be 
valid for not more than 60 days annually. 


Currently, organizations sponsoring 


such events must purchase a $40 tem- 
porary business license. In the past year, 
some local civic groups have questioned 
this use of a regular temporary license. 


The village board is having an amend- 


ment to the present licensing ordinance 
drawn up by the village attorney. 
Trustee Al Lang said the new business 
license would become effective May 1 
when village business licenses are due 
for renewal. 


To qualify for this new temporary li- 


cense, an organization must be regis- 
tered with the state as a non-profit or- 
ganization.

Chevy garage their classroom

The repair shop at Tom Todd Chevro- 


let in Wheeling services about 60 cars 
each day in a large garage just behind 
the area where new cars are displayed. 


"A place like this is a lot different than 


a school mechanics shop," said Robert 
Freeman, High School Dist. 214 coordina- 
tor for the power mechanics intern pro- 
gram, as he walked into the busy shop. 
"Kids can get experience here they 
would never get in school." 


Right now three students from Dist. 


214 schools are getting experience at 
Todd's — and about 25 other students are 
getting similar experience at other auto 
dealerships from Des Plaines to Schaum- 
burg. 


THE STUDENTS work two hours a 


day without pay in the Dist. 214 intern 
program started this year to provide job 
training for students who have completed 
the district's courses in auto mechanics. 
Next year, Freeman said, he is hoping to 
have up to 50 boys enrolled in the pro- 
gram. 


The class isn't necessarily for boys 


who are sure they want to be auto me- 


chanics when they get out of school, 
Freeman said. 


"I look at it as a vocational explor- 


atory type of thing. If a boy can find out 
about the job before he gets out of high 
school, it gives him a chance to decide if 
he wants to go for additional training in 
the field," he said. 


The boys provide their own trans- 


portation to their jobs, Freeman said, 
and are given a three-hour block of time 
in their school schedules for the pro- 
gram. Many punch time clocks just as 
regular mechanics do. 


EACH BOY works under the super- 


vision of a trained mechanic and may 
work in many areas of auto repair, from 
changing anti-freeze to searching for an 
ill-described squeak in the front end of a 
car, Freeman said. 


Dealers have been generally pleased 


with the program, Freeman said, and 
Doug Greco, service manager at Todd's, 
said the mechanics hve accepted it too. 


"At first the mechanics thought the 


boys were going to be a hinderance, 
hanging all over them and asking ques- 
tions," Greco said," "but these boys 
turned out to be pretty skilled." 


At Todd's, he said, the boys work with 


an individual mechanic in a specialized 
area for two or three weeks at a time 
and then rotate, so they get an overview 
of all types of work. 


"RIGHT NOW the boys are in light 


duty work where we repair things like 
squeaks and rattles and minor water 
leaks. That way they learn there's more 
to mechanics than overhauling an en- 
gine," he said. 


Greco added he is generally in favor of 


the program, too, particularly recalling 
his own high school days. "These boys 
get to be juniors and seniors and they 
don't want to study English. They want 
to learn something that they can use 
when they get out," he said. 


"Here nobody is standing over them 


giving them homework or making sure 
they come here and go back to school," 
he said. "When I was in school you didn't 
get out without a police escort, but here 
the kids are responsible." 
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Tornadoes:

When tornado-like winds hammered a 


path of horror and destruction through 
the Northwest suburbs last July, hun- 
dreds of persons were left homeless and 
several million dollars in damages re- 
sulted. 


Now. the tornado season has officially 


begun again and weather and Civil De- 
fense experts are stepping up their cam- 
paign to suggest precautions residents 
can take if a twister touches down in the 
area. 


Stay away from windows, move to a 


basement or lower floor, move at right 
angles away from the tornado's path if 
you're outside, are some of the pointers' 
given. 


The advice is sound, but as several 


persons involved in the July 28, 1972 ca- 
tastrophe said about their own experi- 
ence, "It happened so fast, we didn't 
have time to react." 


PROBABLY THE heaviest damage oc- 


cured at the Shalamar Apartments in Ar- 
lington Heights. More than 30 families 
were left homeless as high-velocity winds 
ripped off the roof. Accompanying rain- 
fall and precipitation that fell during the 
next few days thoroughly damaged the 
apartments. 


It wasn't a tornado but had the same 


effect as one. And despite completing re- 
pair work on the most heavily damaged 
building of the four-building complex 
management is only beginning to get to- 
tal usage out of its property. 


About 30 families were forced to find 


new homes since last July because the 
apartments weren't able to be repaired 
fast enough. Owners have just begun to 
rent the apartments vacated after the 
storm. There are 47 dwelling units in 
each of the four buildings. 


"Almost every apartment was dam- 


aged except eight at the north end of the 
12206 Goebbert) building," said custodian 
Mike Groh. "Water poured in for three 
days. We had to refund half a month's 
rent and security deposit. Only 12 or 15 
apartments remained occupied." 


GROH. WHO lives in an apartment on 


the fourth floor of the 2206 building, re- 
membered some of the things that hap- 
pened the night of the storm. 


"It was about five to 11. There was a 


lot of lightning and thunder. I looked out 
of the window and the rain was going 
sideways. I took my son out of the bed- 
room just before the window broke. It 
sounded like a shotgun. Then all the 
lights went out, even in the hallway. 


"The windows were all gone in the 


building. The people upstairs were all 
soaking wet because the roof had blown 
off. There was a man upstairs with one 
leg. He was watching television when the 
apartment roof fell on him. He went into 
the bedroom (for shelter) and the bed- 
room ceiling fell on him. Then he went 
into the bathroom but the bathroom ceil- 
ing fell on him. It was unbelievable. I 
don't know how nobody died." 


Groh said that if another storm hits the

area this year "a lot of people will be 
running for the basement. "They've 
learned to respect those storms now." 


Besides repairing the roof, which was 


lifted through the air and landed in the 
swimming pool, destroying it, the floors, 
doors, windows, electrical fixtures and 
pool were also fixed. The total cost was 
nearly $300,000, according to Groh. 


The storm cut a path on a line from 


Hoffman Estates to Des Plaines on its 
way toward Lake Michigan. Homes were 
destroyed, office buildings demolished 
and power lines downed. 


IN HOFFMAN ESTATES, Fire Chief 


Carl Selke found himself more than just 
involved in an emergency situation. He 
was in the middle of it himself. 


"I heard on the news that a storm was 


passing over Rockford," said Selke. "Af- 
ter taking a bath I was watching the tele- 
vision when my daughter jumped up, 
screaming. Picnic benches were coining 
through the window. It's a good thing the 
drapes were closed. Otherwise we might 
have been cut to ribbons. It wa a miracle 
nobody got killed." 


When Selke finally went to get the fire 


car parked in his driveway he couldn't 
get to it. Two of his 25 foot trees were on 
top of it. 


"It all happened within 30 seconds," he 


said. "All of a sudden. Boom, boom, 
boom. Other trees were flying through 
the air, demolishing homes in the area. 
All the water in a 25,000-gallon swim- 
ming pool was sucked up and the liner of 
the pool was found three blocks away." 


AT THE Paulux Tool and Mold Co. in 


Elk Grove Village, $70,000 in damages 
was caused when the winds destroyed 
most of the building and the company's 
major equipment was buried under the 


roof and bricks from the side of the 
building. 


According to vice president Werner 


Bieberstein, it was a "rude awakening" 
for president Paul Lessen when he was 
called at home and told "your building 
has been blown down." 


"Fortunately, no one was working in 


the building when the storm hit," said 
Bieberstein. There were 15 persons em- 
ployed by the company at the time but 
several persons quit because of the par- 
tial shutdown of operations. The com- 
pany manufactures and distributes plas- 
tic molds and die casting dies. 


March is the first month of a four- 


month tornado season in Illinois. The 
state ranks eighth nationally in the num- 
ber of tornados which occur yearly but 
ranks first nationally in tornado deaths 
and second in damage totals. 


An average 10 tornadoes strike each 


year in the state. The major tornado 
week is April 15-21. Sixty-five per cent of 
the storms occur between 2 and 8 p.m. 
Most move northeast at speeds ranging 
from 4 to 67 miles per hour. 


Some helpful hints to keep in mind 


when a tornado strikes are: 


Stay away from windows, open several 


windows to help equalize pressure be- 
tween the partial vacuum of the tornado 
and the inside of the building, avoid 
rooms with large edge-supported roofs, 
such as gymnasiums and auditoriums, 
and stay in an interior hallway on a low- 
er floor. 


Other hints include moving to the cen- 


ter of the basement or a lower floor in a 
home and stay away from outside walls, 
get under a heavy piece of furniture, 
avoid mobile homes and, if outside, move 
at right angles away from the tornado's 
path.

Panel reshaping Scenic Rivers Bill 


Renewed efforts are being made in the 


Illinois General Assembly to enact a 
Scenic Rivers Bill, to safeguard the 
Dinks of more than 300 miles of rivers 
and streams in Illinois. 


S t a t e Rep. Virginia Macdonald, 


R-Arlington Heights, last week was given 
(he assignment of sponsoring the revised 
legislation, which has been redrawn to 
some extent in an attempt to overcome 
opposition that blocked it in the last leg- 
islature. 


In announcing Mrs. Macdonald's spon- 


sorship of the bill, House Speaker W. 
Robert Blair, R-Park Forest, promised 
vigorous support of the Republican lead- 
ership. Blair backed the bill in the last 
session and it passed the House handily 
by a 145-21 vote. It was shot down in the 
Democratic-controlled Senate Agricul- 
ture and Conservation Committee by an 
8-3 vote. 


The revised bill should have a better 


chance of passage with Republicans 


backing it and now in control of the 
Senate as well as the House. 


Mrs. Macdonald served as assistant to 


the director of the Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency prior to her election 
to the House in November, and is a 
member of the House Agriculture and 
Natural Resources Bill. 


She said the new Scenic Rivers bill 


calls for regulating land and water use 
rather than acquiring the river banks un- 
der the power of eminent domain. The 
earlier legislation called for regulation of 
land use for a distance of a quarter of a 
mile on each side of waterways, a provi- 
sion that stirred opposition from farm- 
ers. Mrs. Macdonald aid that the only 
way to carry out sue? regulation would 
be by purchase of the and at prohibitive 
cost and at the sacrifice of thousands of 
acres of productive agricultural land.

ANOTHER BID to provide state aid to 


parents of children in nonpublic schools 
won the approval of the House Revenue 


Committee last week. 


The committee recommended passage 


of a bill sponsored by Rep. Daniel M. 
Pierce, D-Hlghland Park, which would 
grant state income tax exemptions of up 
to $2,000 to parents of children in nonpub- 
lic elementary and secondary schools, as 
well as those in state or private colleges. 


Pierce pointed out that tuition in public 


colleges is approaching $500 per year and 
is close to $2,000 in most private colleges. 


Pierce said he believes his bill meets 


constitutional requiremonts which prohi- 
bit direct state aid to non-public schools. 
He said both President Nixon and Sen. 
George S. McGovern announced during 
the presidential campaign that they fa- 
vored federal income tax deductions for 
tuition payments. 


Pierce introduced similar legislation 


two years ago, but it was killed by the 
Revenue Committee. He said the com- 
mittee's approval of the bill in this ses- 
sion indicated a good chance of its pas- 
sage by the legislature.

Religion Today...by Lester Kinsolving 
The volatile leader of Presbyterians 


"John Calvin, our forefather In the faith, 
wrote that he would cross seven seas in 
the interest of the reunion of Christ's 
Church." 
—Staled Clerk William P. Thompson to 
the General Assembly, United Presby- 
terian Church, Denver — May. 1072. 


In Geneva, there Is a bronze plaque 


erected by Presbyterians that asks for- 
giveness for the burning of Michael 
Scrvetus at the stake — by order of their 
denomination's founder, John Calvin. 
(Servetus had dared to doubt the Doc- 
trine of the Trinity.) 


In the United States today there are 


signs that one of "The Pope of Gen- 
eva's" most distinguished ecclesiastical 
descendants, William P. Thompson, has 
inherited much of the stern reformer's 
brilliance — along with the curse of a 
ferocious itch to bum the opposition. 


Just as it seems strange that Calvin, 


the refugee from the terrors of the Cath- 
olic Holy Inquisition, should have burned 
Servetus (the father of Unitarianism), so 
there have been similar contradictions in 
the conduct of Thompson as the ranking 
administrator ($37,500 per annum) of the 
3 million-member United Presbyterian 
Church. 


For this grim-vlsaged attorney and 


Parliamentary wizard from 
Wichita, 


Kan., has frequently exercised his right 
to level the most scathing criticisms at 
the various administrations of the U.S. 
government — or to raise dignified hell 
in any stock holders' meeting where the 
Presbyterian Church is even a minuscule 
owner. 


YET WHEN A group of conservatives 


organized the Presbyterian Lay Com- 
mittee and 
began publishing com- 


paratively mild criticisms of Thompson's 
administration (of what is their denomi- 
nation, too), the Presbyterian Pope ex- 
ploded. 


"Designed to divide and destroy the 


church!" complained Thompson to the 
General Assembly (which eventually ig- 
nored these shrill charges). "Calculated 
attacks upon the theological position tak- 
en by one of the agencies of the General 
Assembly and upon the General Assem- 
bly itself!" 


This righteous rhetoric rarefied a Gen- 


eral Assembly (Rochester, 1971) where 
delegates caught one of these very same 
supposedly sacrosanct agencies in the 
act of trying to conceal the Presbyterian 
donation of $10,000 to the Angela Davis 
Defense Fund. (Thompson has defended 
this patent bandwagonism — although he 
has apparently not yet seen fit to support 
the voting of Presbyterain stock in sup- 
port of electing Miss Davis to the board 
of directors of Gulf Oil.) 


LAST MAY in Denver, Thompson 


erupted once again — this time in a bit- 
ter excoriation of the majority of the 800- 
member General Assembly. For this 
highest authority of the denomination 
voted to pull out of the Consultation On 
Church Union (COCU), the decaying 
scheme to merge 9 Prostestant denomi- 
nations, which in more than a decade 
has yet to get off the ground. And since 
Thompson has been one of COCU's big- 
gest wheels, he was incensed. 
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According to an actual transcript 


(rather than the version that was tidied 
up considerably for the house organ 
Presbyterian Life) Thompson raged at 
the majority of the Assembly, in an out- 
burst of ecclesiastical McCarthyism in 
which he charged them with a catalog of 
sins, running from ignoring racial jus- 
tice, to repeated discourtesy. 


He would have been much wiser to 


have listened to the delegates, so many 


of whom tried to tell him that the people 
in the pews are generally sick and tired 
of being ignored by a High Command of 
often ruthlessly revolutionary ecclesias- 
tical bureaucrats. 


WILLIAM HILTON, a youth advisory 


delegate from California's San Fernando 
Presbytery, supported the withdrawal 
from COCU by saying: 


"If we stay in COCU and just add to 


the bureaucracy, 
the Church is in 


trouble." 


But Eugene Carson Blake, retired Gen- 


eral Secretary of the World Council of 
Churches (and Thompson's predecessor 
as Stated Clerk) who is running for elec- 
tion as the denomination's Moderator 
next May, has described the delegates 
who voted for withdrawal from COCU as 
"an unstable majority." 


This public-be-damned statement, plus 


an even more tremendous Thompson 
temper tantrum should toe Assembly de- 
cide to stay out of the doddering COCU, 
will undoubtedly make for a merry Cal- 
vinist conclave next May 14 in Omaha.

Where's the mail? 


\\hen it comes to the U.S. mails, 


it seems to be a case of the more 
things change, the more they be- 
come a shambles 


Back in July of 1971, the vener- 


able Post Office Department, a 
Cabinet-level agency dating back 
to 
Washington's 
first 
adminis- 


tration, was transformed into the 
semi-autonomous U S Postal Ser- 
vice The idea was to insulate the 
mail system from politics, reorga- 
nizing it along business lines to 
function more efficiently and even- 
tually to break even, eliminating 


lassive congressional subsidies. 


No one was promising or ex- 
ctmg miracles And no one can 


say the Postal Service hasn't been 
trying In the pursuit of efficiency. 
|it has raised rates and curtailed 


pickups, innovated with services 
nd equipment and is now propo- 


sing reforms ranging from stan- 
dardized envelope sizes to sim- 
plified postage and handling for 
parge-volume mailings. 


Still, to the average sender and 
eceiver of letters, it often seems 


the verge of collapse to an 


advanced stage of same. Most 
users have their examples of hor- 
rendous service — letters taking 
veeks to cross the country or even 
to be delivered to a neighboring 
city, air mail and special delivery 
akmg longer than third class once 
did. lost and damaged items. 


It might almost seem that the 


very immensity of the problem 
irecludes any real solution. The 
i 


mails, by one estimate, 
handle 


some 87 billion pieces a year. As a 
P o s t a l Service representative 
noted in a recent Los 
Angeles 


Times report, even if the mail went 
through 99.9 per cent swiftly and 
without error, the .01 per cent de- 
layed 
or 
otherwise 
mishandled 


would still provide grounds for 87 
million complaints a year. 


That is a lot of public unhappi- 


ness and the Postal Service, has, in 
fact, established a special office to 
handle complaints (Consumer Ad- 
vocate. Consumer Affairs Depart- 
ment, U S. Postal Service, Wash- 
ington, D.C. 20260), although advis- 
ing citizens to bring mail problems 
first to the attention of local post- 
masters. 


Service could start 
improving 


more noticeably this fall when new 
bulk mail facilities begin to be in- 
troduced in the metropolitan mail 
bottlenecks. We can hope so. 


Meanwhile, the Postal Service is 


displaying an artistic as well as 
practical side to its innovation. The 
latest new stamp design is not the 
usual commemoration of an emi- 
nent 
American 
historic 
figure, 


event or place, but a near-psy- 
chedelic "Special Stamp for Some- 
one Special." Released last month 
for 
Valentine cards, it simply 


states "Love, U.S. 8c" in cheerful 
red, blue and green. 


It's nice to know that if we 


haven't yet fully achieved speed 
and efficiency in the mails, we at 
least have heart.

signed to serve only an inner circle of 
local residents. It's time for a two-party 
race in Arlington Heights, we argued. 


There are numerous examples on 


which the editorial was based. For ex- 
ample, two years ago the inner circle lost 
control of the Caucus to a group of resi- 
dents living near a proposed low and 
moderate-income project. 


That inner circle defected from the 


Caucus party and formed its own party, 
which managed to elect three of its four 
candidates to the village board. 


The effects of all this? On the plus 


side, Arlington Heights' government is 
generally highly competent. The men 
and women who serve Arlington Heights 
as public servants are capable. 


But no one dares take on the Caucus 


this year, and thus issues won't be dis- 
cussed, and the inner circle will draw 
away from the village's minority groups 
(i.e. apartment dwellers), and perhaps 
the shriveling of the Caucus' once-broad 
consensus will mark its funeral two 
years hence. 


For its own survival, the Caucus could 


use a good scrap to revitalize itself. In- 
deed, if there are issues of concern in 
other communities, it would certainly 
seem there'd be something in Arlington 
Heights around which an election race 
should have been built. 


Perhaps, in the next few years heated 


campaigns will be waged in Arlington 
Heights, just as what's happening today 
to the village's neighbors. For the good 
of Arlington Heights, such vitality of de- 
bate can't come soon enough.

and Stripes, thanks to Maurice Matalon, 
a veteran of lower Manhattan's ship 
agency district. 


He has bought the 20-year-old liner 


from American Isbrandtaen Lines (or 
$2.5 million. That's a bargain price if the 
Independence succeeds as a cruise ship, 
because American Export Isbrandtaen 
spent several million dollars refurbishing 
her just before laying her up. 


MATALON'S FIRM is called Wall 


Street Cruises Inc. He will use the Inde- 
pendence on short cruises of one to seven 
days, and he says her 750-passenger size 
is ideal for that. 


Only two U.S.-flag cruise ships still 


ply the Pacific — the Maripoaa and the 
Monterey, both owned by Pacific Far 
Eastern Line. 


Ironically, two big American-built 


liners will start cruise service for the 
1973 season from New York in April — 
under the Dutch flag. They are the Bra- 
sil, now known as the Volendam, and Her 
sister ship, the Argentina, now called the 
Veendam. Both were built at Ingalls 
Yard in Pascagoula, Miss., and sold to 
Holland-America Line after It became 
economically impossible to operate them 
in liner service under the American flag.

staffs of cruise liners, many American 
companies operate cruise ships under 
foreign flags out of Atlantic and Pacific 
coast ports. They usually are joint ven- 
tures with European companies. 


Metro-GoMwyn Mayer Inc., the film 


company, announced in October, 1971, it 
would move gradually into the cruise and 
resort hotel business. M6M said it would 
build three 20,000-ton luxury cruise ships 
in European yards. Actual placing of the 
orders has been delayed pending com- 
pletion of a $90 million hotel complex 
MGM is building at Las Vegas. 


Other cruise ship operators advertise 


themselves as American companies but 
their ships fly foreign flags and have 
been built abroad. They invariably have 
largely foreign crews. 


Business letter 
cost up to $3.31 


The average cost of a business letter 


rose 3.4 per cent in 1973, to $3.31, accord- 
ing to the Dartnell Institute for Business 
Research. The jump over last year's fig- 
ure of $3.20 reflects basic increases in 
the salaries of office workers who pro- 
duce the letters. 


The 1973 figure Is approximately three 


times higher than the $1.17 cost^per-letter 
in 1953, the year Dartnell began its an- 
nual study.

This is the tale of three men who tried 


to buy a car. Something you might keep 
in mind next time you see an ad for a 
bargain that looks almost too good to be 
true. 


Bernard M. saw the car advertised in 


a New York City newspaper. It wasn't 
just a used car lot's ad, but that of a 
dealer with a franchise from Detroit. 
One of the most popular models in this 
manufacturer's line is a frisky smaller 
car carrying a 1973 list price of $2,346. 


This dealer offered a "closeout spe- 


cial" of the 1972 model at $1,695. 


Attractive enough for Bernard M. to 


make the long trip from his home In the 
Bronx to the dealer's showroom in 
Brooklyn — after he had phoned to make 
sure the car was available. 


"Gee, it's a shame," he was told on 


arrival, "but they're all gone." The 
salesman helpfully tried to sell him a 
1973 model for $2,684, but Bernard wasn't 
having any. 


NEXT WEEK, there was the ad again. 


The dealer had somehow, mysteriously, 
replenished his stock of "1972 closeouts." 
Bernard thought it so odd that he dialed 
a phone number and spoke to someone 
about it. 


The next day, two prospective buyers 


appeared, wanting to see the 1972 close- 


out. Their salesman, after many pleas- 
antries, confided that he could offer them 
a much better buy on a new, 1973 model 
— a car "more suited to their usage" — 
on which he could make them a price of 
only $2,595. 


THE CUSTOMERS said they had come 


about the advertised car, and insisted on 
seeing it. 


"Not today," said the salesman. "It 


needs work. Come back in 10 days or two 
weeks." 


As long as they were here, said these 


insistent customers, they might as well 
look at it right now. So they were con- 
ducted to the rear of the lot, where they 
saw a '72 model, looking not like a close- 
out of a dealer's leftover stock, but a car 
that had seen better days. 


"IT DOESN'T look exactly new," said 


the customers. "Let's open it up and 
check the mileage." 


Unfortunately, said the salesman, no- 


body knew just where the keys were — 
and anyway, they wouldn't really want to 
buy this car, because it was being sold 
"as is," with no gurantee. "Now," he 
went on, "take that '73 model you were 
looking at —" 


The "customers" produced badges 


identifying themselves as inspectors of 
the city's Department of Consumer Af- 
fairs, and Issued a summons for using 


"bait and switch" sales tactics. It is an 
offense, under the city's consumer code, 
to advertise or offer goods "with intent 
not to sell them as offered." 


A SECOND summons was issued for 


attempting to sell the car "as is" — a 
term specifically outlawed by the code. 
Used cars must be put in "good and safe 
mechanical condition," and buyers pro- 
vided with a certificate of safe condition. 


After going through the dealer's files, 


the inspectors issued seven more cita- 
tions. 


The moral, of course, Is that when a 


bargain sounds too good to be true.. Jt 
very probably is. Allowing yourself to be 
lured by the improbable offers of the 
bait-and-switch artists is the first step to- 
ward being victimized by experts in con- 
ning the consumer. 


There are enough honest and reliable 


dealers to go around. Ask your friends 
and acquaintances for the names of a 
few they've been satisfied with, and do 
your dickering with them.

1972 reached record levels based on pre- 
liminary financial results, according to 
Harold S. Geneen, chairman and chief 
executive.

million, a gain of 12 per cent, compared 
with restated 1971 income before extraor- 
dinary items of $427 million. This income 
was equal to $3.80 a share on an average 
of 124 million common and common 
share equivalents outstanding, an in- 
crease of 11 per cent over 1971 per share 
earnings of $3.43 on 123 million shares 
outstanding.

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Divorce; A changing scene 


Courts move towards equal treatment

"He has the right to spend four hours 


in the house on Sundays . . . She can 
make herself scarce for that amount of 
time." — a visitation decision by Divorce 
Division Judge Herbert Frledlund, pre- 
decree court.

"We don't want this man punished by 


putting him in jail; that would be unpro- 
ductive . . . (to the defendant) Now you 
understand that you are legally obligated 
to pay your wife the money (you owe 
her). If you don't, I will have to do some- 
thing about It." — an arrears decision by 
Divorce Division Judge David Linn, post- 
decree court.

"Just because a woman puts a ring on 


her finger doesn't mean she can sit back 
and be cared for the rest of her life." — 
a statement by Divorce Division Judge 
Benjamin Ranter, divorce court. 


Social change Is being reflected In 


Cook County's divorce courts as it is 
across the nation and the world. Al- 
though few judges seem to whole- 
heartedly agree, attorneys, plaintiffs and 
defendants believe justice is being dis- 
pensed more "justly" than in past years. 


"There is more equality of treatment 


In the divorce court," said Joseph Du- 
Canto, Chicago divorce lawyer and chair- 
man of the matrimonial law committee 
of the Chicago Bar Association. "Law 
follows custom, public policy. In the past 


there has been a preference for the poor, 
dispossessed, unemployed woman. The 
courts are no longer operating under the 
assumption that females be an object of 
charity from males. Instead they rule in 
terms of how long will it take to rehabili- 
tate this lady .. ." 


"THE TREND definitely now is to put 


men and women on an equal footing 
when they walk into court," agrees Leon- 
ard Timpone, another divorce lawyer 
and member of the young lawyers sec- 
tion of the Chicago Bar Assocation. "It's 
still a fight for a man but the path is a 
little clearer. 


"The courts aren't awarding alimony 


as readily as in the past. They're gutting 
away from the concept that alimony is a 
punishment for the man but rather think- 
ing of it as a means of support. In custo- 
dy cases, they don't automatically award 
children to the mother but look at who 
would give the children the better posi- 
tion in life," he continued. "I think 
judges are taking a closer took at what 
they have done in the past." 


Judge Robert Hunter, presiding judge 


at the Divorce Division, claims he hasn't 
seen much change in his 40 years of 
practicing law. "We still decide custody, 
alimony and fees on the question of need 
and fact," he said. "For the most part 
we work in the best interests of the chil- 
dren. Each case has to stand on its own 
honor." 


"I JUST DON'T agree with Judge 


Hunter," DuCanto said. "The cases — 
especially appellate cases — reflect a 


new dawning of recognition of what is 
happening in this society between men 
and women. 


"As women's liberation and all fe- 


males really gather steam and strike 
chains from their own psyche and soul, 
they strike chains from men. The farther 
the movement progresses in reality, the 
more women who take good paying jobs, 
the more who demand equality in their 
marriages, the more the courts will re- 
flect in their decisions what's happening 
between men and women." 


Precedent decisions handed down by 


the Illinois Appellate Court herald the 
ongoing changes in attitude. 


In the appeal decision of Tan vs. Tan 


the court said, "There is no longer any 
reason why a man . . . should have to 
indefinitely support his former wife of 
a few months when she is childless and 
in sufficiently good health to be employ- 
able." 


IN THE DECISION, which terminated 


alimony to Mrs. Tan, the court said, 
"women in this day and age are respon- 
sible for their own support unless they 
are physically incapable ..." and added 
that it was governed in its determination 
"by the legally recognized emancipation 
of women..." 


In a similar decision the court ruled in 


Volid vs. Volid, "When the rules regard- 
ing the husband's duty of support were 
first enunciated, the rotes of a husband 
and wife were more rigid and defined... 
The woman generally did not seek out- 
side employment partly because her 


place was in the home and partly be- 
cause few opportunities for meaningful 
employment were available. 


"Married women nowadays are in- 


creasingly developing career skills and 
successfully entering the employment 
market. Where a woman is trained, 
healthy and employable, and where a 
woman's efforts have not contributed to 
her husband's wealth or earning poten- 
tial, the necessity for an alimony award 
upon breakup of a marriage is not great 


n 


IN A RECENT, highly publicized Cir- 


cuit Court decision Judge Margaret 
O'Malley terminated alimony payments 
to a Rolling Meauows woman who was 
supporting another man on the money. 
Judge O'Malley ruled it was uncon- 
scionable, unjust and inequitable for the 
former husband to support his wife and 
her paramour. 


Other decisions have set precedent in 


custody cases. One, Vanderlaan vs. Van- 
derlaan, handed down by the state Su- 
preme Court, ruled that if both parents 
are fit, a father may not be barred from 
obtaining custody of his children born out 
of wedlock. 


"Much of our law is set forth in prece- 


d e n t decisions and judicial inter- 
pretation. The Illinois statutes (on di- 
vorce) need to recognize the revolution- 
ary changes which have taken place in 
the last 40 years, including the social at- 
titude regarding the inviolability of mar- 
riage," DuCanto said. "They need up- 
dating." 


Profile of two judges: 


Judge Linn 


A young dark-haired lawyer took his 


frustrated client aside, looked at her 
sympathetically and said, "Listen, this 
judge has more skill and more knowl- 
edge about the law in his little finger 
than I learned all during law school. 
Trust him — he'll be fair and he'll listen. 
You couldn't get a better judge in these 
courts..." 


The man he referred to was David 


Linn, one of the newest judges to sit in 
the divorce division of the Circuit Court 
of Cook County. He comes highly recom- 
mended — especially by the attorneys 
who come before him — as a man who 
really knows matrimonial law, is fair 
and impartial, is hard working and thor- 
ough. Is friendly and humble. 


That's a tall order for David Linn to 


fill considering his assignment to post- 
decree court. Angry, hurt people file into 
his courtroom to resolve disputes that 
have occurred since their divorce. He 
hears pleas for changes in child custody, 
visitation, alimony and support. Men who 
have fallen drastically behind in pay- 
ments are brought before him. Children 
stand in front of his towering bench wait- 
ing for his word on which parent they 
will live with. 


A COURT REPORTER confides that 


Judge Linn is the only judge who goes 
through two reporters a day. Because of 


his long hours (he'll hear a case as ear- 
ly as 8:30 a.m. and as late as 9 p.m. if 
necessary) and heavy case load of time 
consuming contested motions, court re- 
porters only work half a day in his court- 
room but feel they've put in a full day's 
work. 


"I think he's going to wear a path be- 


tween his bench and the chambers," the 
reporter continued. "He's never too busy 
to meet the attorneys in chambers when 
they have problems. I think some of 
them take advantage of his good na- 
ture." 


It's hard to find someone who'll say a 


bad word against Judge Linn. His bail- 
iffs: "He's the best there is." A top di- 
vorce attorney: "He was a damn good 
divorce lawyer before he get on the 
bench. He knew his law then, he knows it 
now." Even a defentent on trial: "Thank 
foil, your honor. You're the first judge 
who ever let me talk and listened." 


A YOUNG MAN and woman, their at- 


torneys between them, stand before 
Judge Linn. He seeks to gain custody of 
their two children and alludes to bis ex- 
wife's immoral conduct in his former 
home. His wife stands cool and silent, 
never glancing at the man she has 
recently divorced. 


A court date is set for August. The 


man breaks in telling Judge Linn that 
this is an emergency and he wants the 
matter settled sooner and the children 
out of the house. 


The judge confers with the attorneys, 


'Both bear the responsibility of divorce." 


then looks at the man and woman. "I 
admonish you both to act in an adult way 
and not do anything that would be harm- 
ful to your children." Then, turning to 
the attorneys, "I don't care what this 
lady's lifestyle is — or this gentleman's. 
But I do care when it involves the chil- 
dren. What they do on their own, away 
from their children ... all the more pow- 
er to them. I expect you to counsel your 
clients on this matter. 


MANY OF Judge Linn's cases involve 


children. He is very aware of how easily 
a child can become a pawn for a parent 
seeking revenge on an ex-spouse and 
uses the power of his court to guard and 
protect the child. 


In the back of the large courtroom a 


12-year-old boy watches his parents ar- 
gue before the judge. She claims her ex- 
husband is in arrears in his alimony and 
support. He charges that he's done it on 
purpose because she won't let him see 
his son. 


The money matter is resolved. With his 


arm around the 12-year-old's shoulders, 
Judge Linn leads him into chambers 
while the lawyers confer wjth their 
clients. A few minutes later boy and 
judge return. The boy is smiling as he 
takes his place between his parents. 


"Steve wants to see you on Saturdays 


rather than Sundays. Saturday is a bet- 
ter day for Steve. And he wants to see 
more of you so you will pick him up at 
9:30 in the morning and bring him back 
around 8 at night . . . Won't you?" says 
the judge looking directly at the boy's 
father. 


TURNING TO the mother he adds 


firmly, "And you will allow Steve to see 
his father during that time because 
that's what Steve wants. You will have 
him ready to go in the morning — every 
Saturday — Won't you?" 


Then he smiles at Steve, "How does 


that sound to you? Steve, your parents 
have had a disaster in their lives and 
they've been doing some arguing. But 
that's ending now and some day you'll 
grow up and be able to understand it bet- 
ter ..." 


And so goes bis day. The morning call 


ends a mere 20 minutes before the after- 
noon call begins. The court reporter 
heads for lunch while Judge Linn retires 
to chambers to look over and sign pa- 
pers. 


Before his day ends, the judge will 


settle the most complex disputes, arbi- 
trate conflicts between attorneys and 
patiently listen to hours of testimony. 


THERE IS AN air of informality in 


Judge Linn's court. He is firm and no- 
nonsense when necessary, but his period- 
ic interjections of humor break the ten- 
sion and make the proceedings more 
bearable for all concerned. 


Another angry divorced couple appear 


before him in a settlement dispute. The 
plaintiff's dislike for her former husband 
is obvious as she stands before Judge 
Linn with folded arms. 


Neither is too pleased with his decision 


in their case: he winds up paying more 
than he'd like to; she's going to get less 
than she wants. 


Judge Linn sits back and looks at the 


woman. "You're not too happy with him 
or me, are you? He's not all bad and 
you're not all good. You both have to 
bear the responsibly in this divorce." 


She looks up, smiles and nods. "You 


both made mistakes," he continued. 
"You made a mistake in saying "yes1 
when he asked you to many him ... be 
made a mistake in asking." 


ACTING ON THIS belief, DuCanto's 


committee has submitted the Illinois Do- 
mestic Relations Act, a revision and 
codification of matrimonial law in Illi- 
nois, to the Board of Managers of the 
Chicago Bar Association. If the board ap- 
proves the presentation, the CBA will 
seek joint sponsorship for the act from 
the Illinois State Bar Association and the 
new bill will be turned over to the Illinois 
legislature for consideration. 


The act provides for an additional 


ground for divorce, a modified no-fault 
provision for parties who have lived sep- 
arately for more than two years and 
where irreconcilable differences have 
caused the irretrievable breakdown of 
the marriage. The requirement of living 
apart for two years may be waived upon 
written stipulation of both spouses, ac- 
cording to the act. 


Justifying the no-fault ground the com- 


mittee wrote, ". . . the dissolution of a 
truly dead marriage should not hinge on 
the excessive demands of a spouse who 
uses the fault concept as a form of legal 
blackmail." 


THE ACT ALSO provides more flexi- 


Judge Kanter 


Mr. and Mrs. Love ended their mar- 


riage officially on Valentine's Day. Mr. 
Love didn't appear in the 16th floor 
courtroom of Judge Benjamin Kanter to 
hear the charges brought against him in 
the divorce suit. Mrs. Love and her at- 
torney came before the bench, ran 
through the legally required questions 
and received an order to prepare a de- 
cree — all within minutes. 


Love vs. Love was one of about 20 


cases that were presented before the 
soft-spoken jurist that day. By 9:30 a.m. 
His courtroom in Chicago's Civic Center 
was filled with plaintiffs, defendants, at- 
torneys and witnesses. 


It's that way every day. Most of the 


cases are uncomplicated, uncontested. 
"You'll hear everything here," he says 
to an observer. And you do. 


THE UNCONTESTED physical cruelty 


cases all begin to sound the same. 
He/she hit her /him on two occasions 
leaving bruises and lacerations. She was 
an ideal wife who never provoked the at- 
tack; he was a bad husband.

sel." 


The uncontested mental cruelty cases 


follow their own pattern. He/she was 
cruel, caused great anguish (weight loss, 
depression, a need for medical help and 
tranquih'zers) for her/him over a period 
of time. She was an ideal wife who at- 
tended to her wifely duties; he was a 
bad husband.

The uncontested desertion cases vary 


only with the length of time the plaintiff 
has spent alone. He/she deserted and 
abandoned her/him on a specific date 
and the couple has not resumed marital 
relations since that time. She was an 
ideal wife who in no way contributed to 
the desertion; he was a bad husband.

ONE BY ONE THE cases are called, 


heard and dispensed with. It is about the 
same in other courtrooms where divorce 
decrees are handed out. Yet each differs 
with the personality of the judge sitting 
on the bench. 


A slightly nervous middle-aged mother 


of three takes the stand to respond to her 
lawyer's examination. She gives the ap- 
propriate answers necessary to prove 
her physical cruelty suit. In clear tones 
she states under oath that her soon-to-be 
former husband hit her with no provoca- 
tion on two occasions. Her attorney ex- 
plains the settlement to her and asks for 
her consent: no alimony, a small amount 
of child support, the suburban house and 
a car are hers. 


Judge Kanter breaks in asking the 


woman if she understands that once 
alimony is waived she cannot return to 
court to claim it. She nods her head. 
Does she have a job? Does she have any 
skills? Will she be able to manage finan- 
cially? Win she and her children be all 
right? 


THE WOMAN SEEMS amazed at the 


judge's concern. She answers "yes" to 
Ms questions and steps down from the 
stand as he wishes her good luck. 


"We can never get to the point where 


this job becomes routine," said- Judge 
Kanter later. "It's not routine. This is 
probably the most Important day in the 
lives of some of these people." 


Yet it would be easy to allow presiding 


over divorce court to become routine. 
Each judge hears several thousand cases 


bility for the courts in settling division of 
property and allots a separate article for 
children. 


As is, the Illinois statutes regarding di- 


vorce treat men and women as equals 
under the law. In the past, however, der 
cisions made in the courtrooms often ig- 
nored that equality. 


Today large numbers of women are 


waiving alimony and jurists will not 
automatically award it when alimony is 
requested. Short term alimony is ar- 
ranged; women are encouraged to work, 
gain skills and contribute financially. 


Property settlements, which once could 


have been devastating to a man's finan- 
cial future, are being arranged so both 
parties face a reduced standard of living, 
not just one. 


Custody is being decided on "the best 


interest of the children" whether that 
means living with their mother or father. 


Times change, attitudes change, mores 


change, men, women, marriage and di- 
vorce change. Through it all the courts 
have responded, slowly to be sure, by 
reflecting that change.

This case takes a little longer than 


most and the judge sits patiently through 
the testimony. The plaintiff speaks his 
piece and Judge Kanter leans over, 
thanking him in Spanish. The interpreter 
completes his job and is complimented 
by the judge on doing a fine job. 


Two lawyers approach the bench and 


ask the judge for a hearing in chambers. 
They seek his experience in working out 
a settlement agreement for their warring 
clients before the case comes to trial. 


"Can we save this marriage?" Judge 


Kanter asks them. 


"NO YOUR HONOR, absolutely not," 


they reply in unison. 


In chambers the attorneys begin a 


game called "whose client is the worst 
bad." Kanter dismisses the sins of the 
clients and suggests a settlement he feels 
is fair to both as well as in the best inter- 
est of the children, then returns to the 
bench to hear another case, leaving the 
attorneys to fight it out. An hour later it 
is settled; the clients have agreed to the 
settlemen and the case is tried. 


"I try to be conscientious," he says 


during a quick lunch. "I like people — I 
try to be fair." 


You have to be a certain type of person 


to preside over divorce court, he be- 
lieves. You're dealing with people during 
an emotional period, while they are hurt- 
ing and being hurt. It's your job to try to 
lessen the pain, he feels. 


Judge Kanter brings humanity to his 


cold, sterile courtroom. He wears his 
caring, concern and understanding on his 
shirt sleeves — and it is a comfort to 
those people whose crumbling marriages 
have sent them through his doors.

that is often missed is its stimulation of 
the body's metabolism. When a person 
goes on a diet, the body shuts down its 
metabolism to conserve food. This would 
be fine if you were in an Arctic survival 
situation and that's what nature meant it 
for, but it's not very good if you are on a 
diet trying to lose weight. 


Even moderate exercise helps to main- 


tain the body metabolism and ensures a 
more satisfactory effect from sensible 
eating. Congratulations for your own 
achievement, and I hope it helps point 
the way for many others to do as well.

St. Viator splashes to 9th place 
Success! Fox, Salerno win 
Illinois swimming crowns

The drought has finally ended. 
Since swimming began in the Herald 


area many years ago, no state champion 
has ever been crowned from a school 
west of the Des Plaines River. But no 
more! 


Prospect's Rick Fox and St. Viator's 


Mike Salerno are the reasons why. Mak- 
ing like Moses, these two excellent swim- 
mers parted the waters of the Hinsdale 
South pool Saturday in the state cham- 
pionships at Clarendon Hills. 


Fox made history for his school and 


the Mid-Suburban League with a superb, 
streaking finish In the 50-yard freestyle. 
Four events later, Salerno did the same 
for the Arlington Heights-based parochial 
school In capturing the 100-yard back- 
stroke. 


Salerno also was a member on both the 


200-yard medley and the 400-yard 
freestyle relay teams. Fifth In the for- 
mer and llth in the latter also led St. 
Viator to its highest finish ever with 
ninth place and 40 points. 


Rounding out the area finishers were 


Elk Grove with 20th, Arlington with 23rd, 
Maine West tied for 29th, Maine North 
tied for 38th and Maine East tied for 
4lst, Hersey failed to MflCi. 
j 


"We weren't too satisfied with it," said 


St. Viator coach John Fleck. "We were 
sitting where we figured to be sitting af- 
ter Friday night except for {Kevin) 
Szarabajka. After Szarabajka's 
dis- 


qualification, it was a big psychological 
setback for everybody. We never recov- 
ered from it completely and that's why 
we didn't swim well on Saturday." 


An official ruled that Fleck's tine 


breaststroker touched one hand a little 
sooner than the other In the third turn of 
the preliminaries. His time was 1:04.0. 
Had he repeated that on Saturday, he 
could have taken second and St. Viator 
would have finished eighth. 


A sixth by Fox in the 100-yard freestyle 


and an llth by the Knights' medley relay 
team, (Chris Prinslow, John Todd and 
D a v e Larsen), anchored by Fox 
(1:45.495) led Prospect to its best show- 
ing, too. They had 30 points and 12th 
place among the 44 teams that scored in 
the championships. 


"It was a great team effort," said 


Prospect head coach Jerry Lovejoy, "not 
only this week but throughout the sea- 
son." 


From his vantage point near the diving 


boards at the opposite end of the starting 
blocks, Lovejoy saw his brilliant senior 
sprinter's race like this: 


"He got a good start. Dave Robertson 


(New Trier East's coach) came up after 
the SO and said he's watched the state 
meet for about 20 years and had never 
seen anyone come off the wall like that. 
That's probably one of Rick's strongest 
features — his turn. 


"It was a dead heat all the way going 


into the turn. After the turn, it was a 
distinct advantage in Rick's favor. He's 
a strong enough kid to hold a lead (of a 
couple of feet) like that. 


"He was disappointed," 
continued 


Lovejoy, recalling the 100 freestyle. "He 
couldn't peak as high in the second 
race." 


Right with the rest of the field heading 


into the final turn, Fox started his flip 
too soon and couldn't recover in time. 
Still, his fantastic 50 time of 21.6 — just 
1/lOth of a second off the state record — 
made up for it. 


Fleck said that Salerno was also dis- 


appointed with his time In the back- 
stroke. "He was also disappointed that 
Neil Hanson (of New Trier East) didn't 
swim. He was right on Mike's hells so to 
speak. He wanted to beat him. He thinks 
he would have done a better time if Han- 
sen would have been there."

North stumbles at start

Inconsistency 
That frustrating nemesis, which has 


plagued Maine North's young basketball 
team throughout the entire season, 
played yet another critical role in the 
Norsemen's regular season finale Friday

Unable to overcome a disastrous first 


quarter lapse, which put them at a dis- 
tinct disadvantage for the remainder of 
the game, the Norsemen saw a spirited 
second half rally (all short in a 60-49 set- 
back at Glenbrook South.

The longer 
a tram plays together as a unit, and the 
more game experience it gains, the less 
U will be viclmbed by letdowns and er- 
rors. Nelson has witnessed a marked im- 
provement from week to week during the 
present season, and sees 10 reason why 
It will not carry over to next year. Sim- 
ply "being able to know the moves ol the 
other players will help." 


The Norsemen, who according to Nel- 


son, had experienced "a good week of 
practice." simply could not get un- 
tracked In the opening quarter against 
Glenbrook South, Cold shooting, perhaps, 
was the biggest culprit, as the host Ti- 
tans bolted to an early 13-4 lead. North 
compounded Its misery, however, with 
numerous turnovers in Its efforts to 
break a harassing Glenbrook full-court 
press. 


Glenbrook used this early ineptness by 


the visitors to gain a decisive edge in 
rebounding. This advantage was espe- 
cially noticeable on the Norsemen's of- 
fensive boards where they were limited 
to four first quarter rebounds. While

The second quarter proved to be more

For the half, which ended with Glen-

Five-foot-10 
guard Murphy Hoffman topped Glen- 
brook with 10 points 


Maine North supporters, and future op- 


ponents alike, were treated to a glimpse 
into the not so distant future in the Nor- 
semen's second half reversal. Whereas 
they could do little right in the opening 
half, the Norsemen were a more cohe- 
sive, disciplined and confident team dur- 
ing the second half. As a result they out- 
scored their opponents by a 29-22 margin, 
and had it not been for that first quarter 
breakdown, might have been able to 
catch Glenbrook at the end. 


Trailing 48-32 at the start of the final

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Chief expresses confidence in volunteer fire department

Although Buffalo Grove Is one of the 


few suburban communities still largely 
dependent on a volunteer fire depart- 
ment, residents have no reason to be- 
come alarmed. 


"Our average response time, from the 


time we receive a call to the time we get 
to the scene, is four minutes. It's as good 
as many paid departments," said Buffalo 
Grove Fire Chief Wayne Winter. 


"The first few minutes are crucial. A 


quick response can mean the difference 
between just a small fire and one that 
will burn a building to the ground," he 
said. 


AT THE PRESENT time tiie Buffalo 


Grove department consists of five full- 
time men and 45 volunteers. Winter said 
an average of 22 firemen respond to all 
calls, with the exception of ambulance 
calls. 


At night usually 30 men respond, while 


during the day the average is 15, since 
some volunteers work outside the village. 


In bad weather someone is at the fire 


station 24 hours a day. During the day 
the full-time men are in the quarters, 
while during the night a minimum of five 
men sleep at the fire house. Winter said 
this always assures a quick response. 


All volunteer firemen must respond to 


all calls, except ambulance calls, if they 
are available. 


On ambulance calls the volunteers re- 


spond on a rotating basis. 


WINTER SAID if the 
department 


learns of a volunteer being home during 
a fire, and not responding, it is grounds 
for dismissal from the force. 


"It's not a club you go to when you feel 


like it. There are people out there de- 
pending on service and we have to give 
it to them," Winter said. 


If for some reason fewer firemen than 


needed respond to fire, an extra alarm 
can be pulled to bring firemen from 
nearby suburbs to the scene. This mutual 
aid box alarm system, which was in- 
itiated about two years ago, assures 
enough men are available at any time to 
fight a fire, Winter said. 


The volunteer firemen have portable 


radios which alert them on all alarms. 
When an alarm goes off the firemen go 
directly to the firehouse to pick up their 
equipment and then to the scene of the 
fire. 


Winter said firemen can get to a fire 


quickly due to the compactness of the 
village. "No point in the village is more 
than two miles from the firehouse," he 
said. 


HE EXPLAINED that although he 


would prefer having more full-time men, 
the present set up is more than adequate. 


"We don't need an all-paid department 
at the present time. The current full-time 
men can handle almost everything," he 
said. "Of course you still need the volun- 
teers because you never know when 
you're going to have a big fire." 


If Buffalo Grove grows to a population 


of 60,000, as some have predicted, the 
village probably will have no choice but 
to initiate an all paid department, ac- 
cording to the chief. 


"When a community gets that big most 


people don't want a volunteer depart- 
ment. They want a paid department," he 
said. 


Winter explained that as a community 


becomes larger the number of calls usu- 
ally increases at a rate greater than its 
growth, making it difficult for volun- 
teers. 


"After a while you're getting so many 


calls it gets to the point volunteers can't 
handle all the alarms. Then it's time for 
an all-paid department," said Winter. 
Last year Buffalo Grove received 400 
calls, slightly more than one a day. 


According to Winter the cost of an all 


paid municipal fire department ia Buf- 
falo Grove would be prohibitive at the 
present time. Salaries alone, for SO full- 
time men, would be about $750,000. The 
present budget is only for $90,000, in- 
cluding salaries and equipment. 


Currently, all Buffalo Grove firemen 


train together 12 hours a month. Officers 
and engineers receive an additional two 
hours training. 


Winter said a statewide program for 


basic firefighting is currently in the plan- 
ning stages. When (he program is in- 
itiated, all new volunteer firemen in Buf- 
falo Grove will attend the program.

group will present to the Buffalo Grove 
Village Board tonight a proposal for the 
development of a 5.5-acre park in the 
subdivision.

A report by the group recommended 


the park district study the possibility of

THE 31-MAN Rosemont department 


was assisted by units from Leyden and 
Norwood Townships along with depart- 
ments from Des Plaines, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, Park Ridge and Schiller Park in 
fighting the blaze, which was finally ex- 
tinguished about 8 a.m. Friday. 


Workers were clearing rubble away 


from the lounge in the wake of the blaze 
Friday afternoon. The hotel's upper 
floors suffered smoke damage and car- 
peting in the lobby had become water- 
logged. 


Paul Tang, an assistant hotel man- 


ager, said the Hyatt House was operating 
Friday afternoon with guests leaving and 
entering as usual. 


"We're back to normal operation now 


and most of the employes are just doing 
their normal duties." He added however, 
that cleanup crews of more than 100 
workers would be working around the 
clock. 


Tang also said shows scheduled for the 


lounge will not be canceled but will prob- 
ably be moved to one of the hotel's ball- 
rooms.

Budget cutbacks rapped by teachers

B u d g e t cutbacks have weakened 


educational programs at Maine Township 
High School Dist. 207, according to teach- 
ers who evaluated their own programs in 
the district's four high schools last fall. 


Increases in class size and the coun- 


seling load, lack of supplies for remedial 
classes, and the need for more research 
time for teachers are the result of the 
district's austerity program which went 
into effect last fall to offset a $3.5 million 
budget deficit. 


In announcing the austerity program 


last spring, the board of education said 
40 teaching positions would be eliminated 
and the district's faculty would be re- 
duced by 27 teachers. Funds for mate- 
rials, supplies and library books also 
were cut. Maine Township voters re- 
jected a referendum on Dec. 4,1971, that 
would have increased the tax rate for the 
district from $1.63 to $1.90 per $100 as- 
sessed valuation. 


THE EFFECT OF austerity on educa- 


tional programs is evident in a series of 
reports by teachers that lists the 
strengths and weaknesses of their own 


programs. The reports were written last 
fall in preparation for an evaluation last 
month by the North Central Association, 
a national school accrediting organiza- 
tion. Austerity was the most common 
complaint listed by teachers who said it 
was the cause of several weaknesses in 
programs. 


Low level classes, a special program 


for normal students with poor learning 
skills, was among the hardest hit. At 
Maine West High School in Des Plaines 
teachers in the home economics depart- 
ment said increases in low level class 
sizes made instruction less effective. 
These classes need to be small, about 
one teacher for every 15 students, be- 
cause the students have difficulty learn- 
ing and need more attention, they said. 


Social science teachers at Maine West 


said they had the same problem in tow 
level classes and urged the district to 
buy more materials and supplies de- 
signed specifically for remedial students. 


"Our best efforts seem to be geared to 


the college bound student," they said. 


James Coburn, assistant principal and 


coordinator of the evaluation at Maine 
West, stressed in an interview trith the 


Herald that students in low level classes 
are not special education students with 
learning disabilities. 


They are students who find learning 


difficult and need extra help, he said. 


Those in low level classes receive a 


high concentration of study with much 
repetition. Teachers often use a multi- 
media approach, with films, workbooks 
and other materials to supplement lec- 
tures and textbook assignments, he said. 


COBURN SAID more materials are 


needed for low level classes but there 
are few good suppliers of materials for 
remedial students. Most are written on 
the elementary level, he said. 


The size of low level classes is not too 


large at Maine West, according to recent 
surveys of class size in other schools, 
said Coburn. Low level classes usually 
have about 25 students, he said, while the 
average size for regular classes is 35 un- 
der the new austerity guidelines. 


Teachers would like to see the' size of 


low level classes reduced to 15 students, 
but the district can't afford it, said Co- 
burn. He was one of a number of Dist.

House bill 32, introduced by State Rep. 


Aaron Jaffe, D-Skokie, would allow a 
fired teacher to request a board of edu- 
cation hearing presided over by an offi- 
cer appointed by the state office of pub- 
lic instruction. Such hearings are now a 
matter solely between the teacher and 
the board, with the board making the fi- 
nal decision in the case. Under the pro- 
posed bill, the final decision would be 
made by the hearing officer. 


"We would like to have something to 


say about the disciplining of our employ- 
es," said Leonard Grazian, member of 
the board of education at Maine Town- 
ship High School Dist. 207. He said 
Jaffe's bill would erode local control of 
education and encourage teacher unrest. 


Jaffe, who attended the breakfast ses- 


sion, said the bill would not take away 
the board's right to appeal the case. 
"You still have the ability to hire and 
fire," said Jaffe. "I think it is impossible 
to be the prosecutor, Judge and jury," 
said Jaffe, and added that a school board 
should welcome an impartial officer. 


Grazian asked State Rep. Robert Juck- 


ett, R-Park Ridge, and State Sen. John 
Nimrod, R-4th, their position on the bill. 
Both said they would vote against it. A 
show of hands indicated that none of the 
board members in attendance favored 
the bill. 


The bill was recently passed by the Il- 


linois House education committee and 


will be brought before the full House in 
coming weeks. Similar bills were vetoed 
twice in the past, once by Gov. Otto Ker- 
ner and once by Gov. Richard Ogilvie.

Schools hurt by cutbacks: teachers

297 officials interviewed by the Herald in 
connection with the evaluation. 


At Maine East English teachers said 


they need more training to teach reme- 
dial students and recommended special 
courses and materials in adolescent liter- 
ature. William Will, coordinator of the 
Maine East evaluation, said colleges 
don't offer an abundance of courses to 
prepare teachers for remedial students. 
Most teachers would rather teach higher 
level courses with in-depth discussions 
by students, than drill remedial students 
on language basics. 


Many teachers hi the district's four 


schools said they needed more time to 
attend training workshops and do re- 
search on experimental teaching tech- 
niques and materials. Teachers at Maine 
West said austerity places a heavier 
work load on them, taking away needed 
time for research and training and re- 
duces morale making teachers hesitant 
to experiment with new ideas. 


"THE 
EDUCATIONAL climate for 


change has not been conclusive to the en- 
couragement of the creative teacher. The 
demand for austerity tends to create an 
atmosphere of anxiety and concern. Thus 
the willingness to experiment or to pro- 
vide research time can and would cause 
some administrative difficulties," said 
Maine West teachers. 


The Maine West report recommends 


that more teacher aides be hired for 
record keeping and supervisory duties 
freeing the teacher for experimentation. 


The Maine East report said teachers 


are "eminently qualified to achieve the 
goals established by this educational in- 
stitution," but more clerical help is 
needed to give the teacher additional 
time with his students. 


Myers said more teacher aides are not 


hired because the district, under the aus- 
terity budget, cannot afford additional 
salaries. He said the district does employ 
an abundance of teacher aides, more 
than most high schools in the state. 


The counseling program in the dist-ict 


was one of the areas hit hardest by aus- 
terity. Of the 40 faculty positions elimi- 
nated by the board of education, five 
were in the counseling department. 


The length of the working year for 


counselors was reduced by the one week 
at the end of the regular school year that 
counselors had used to settle any unfin- 
ished business of students left over from 
the school year and help students plan 
for the coming year. Also, career coun- 
selors who specialize in preparing stu- 
dents for college or job training were as- 
signed students for regular counseling 
this year, reducing their career coun- 
seling duties by about one half. 


WITH INCREASES in student enroll- 


ment this year, more students were as- 
signed per counselor and began to com-

Only 
a statement of the advantages and dis- 
advantages of unit districting will be giv- 
en. The subcommittees are to study 
three possible unit boundaries: an Elk 
Grove Village unit, formed by splitting 
the present Dist. 59 along the Northwest 
Toll way; an all-Dist. 59 unit; and a unit 
of the Forest View, Elk Grove, Rolling 
Mealows and Prospect high school at- 
tendance areas. 


After the general committee has stud- 


ied tht reports, a vote will be taken on 
whether or not to recommend formation 
of a unK'district. 


After fete vote, the steering committee, 


composed of subcommittee chairmen, 
will write an overall report. This repprt 
will be submitted to the general com- 
mittee for approval. 


The overall report then will be sub- 


mitted to the school board.

MAINE WEST teachers said commu- 


nication between the board of education 
and the staff Vis not as prompt nor com- 
plete as is desirable," which "breeds 
misunderstanding and discontent." Com- 
munications is a "continuing problem 
that must be worked on," said assistant 
principal Coburn. 


Teachers ask questions about class 


size, textbooks, and materials but build- 
ing administrators often don't have,an 
answer, refer the questions to district ad- 
ministrators who may refer them to the 
board of education for study.

Appeals board 
to be abolished 


The Des Plaines City Council is sched- 


uled to move tonight to abolish the city's 
air pollution appeals board, which has 
never met, and transfer its powers to a 
commission that has no members. 


In two ordinances proposed for first 


reading, the council will give the appeals 
powers of the air pollution board to the 
new environmental control commission. 
The air pollution board would be abo- 
lished. 


The council approved formation of the 


environmental 
commission 
March 6, 


1972. The council's environmental con- 
trols committee, chaired by Aid. Robert 
Michaels (8th), recommended six per- 
sons last summer to Mayor Herbert Beh- 
rel for the commissions six seats. 


Michaels said Friday that Behrel has 


not as yet sent any commission appoint- 
ments to the council for approval. 


The proposed ordinances would give 


the commission power to' review and 
overrule decisions made'by the city envi- 
ronmental control officer and to grant 
variations where it sees fit to city air 
pollution regulations. 


The commission, whose rulings will be 


subject to administrative review by the 
Cook County Circuit Court, is also called 
upon in the proposed ordinance "to ad- 
vise the city council from time to time 
with respect to environmental consid- 
erations." 


In addition, the proposed ordinance re- 


quires that "at least two members of the 
commission shall have college degrees in 
engineering or other physical science." 


"Rather than have a commission doing 


nothing," Michaels said Friday, "it was 
my recommendation and the recommen- 
dation of the committee that we abolish 
the appeals board and give all of the 
functions of that board to the environ- 
mental controls commission." 


Area schools in joint 
effort on unit study 


$9,000 collected so far 
in Palatine firemen's funds 


Local school officials will be working 


together in the next few months com- 
piling enrollment projections and infor- 
mation on buildings, curriculum and oth- 
er issues as part of the High School Dist. 
214 study of school organization. 


The officials of six local elementary 


school districts agreed Tuesday to coop- 
erate with Dist. 214 in compiling data for 
the study, which has been started in re- 
sponse to a study on forming unit school 
districts in Elk Grove Township Dist. 59. 


However, the officials backed away 


from forming an official "steering com- 
mittee" for the study because, as Arling- 
ton Heights Dist. 25 Supt. Donald Strong 
said, "The word steering has other impli- 
cations than words like liaison or cooper- 
ation." 


THE DIST. 214 project has been de- 


signed to study possible changes in or- 
ganization that would affect the high 
school district and its seven elementary 
districts. The study, Dist. 214 Supt. Ed- 
ward Gilbert said, "is not a feasibility 
study on the formation of a unit school 
district. It will produce data, but any de- 
cision would be made by the boards, in- 
dividually or collectively." 


A unit district study is under way in 


Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 on the feasi- 
bility of forming a unit district in that 
area. A unit district places all schools 
under a single board and administration. 
The area is presently organized into dual 
districts, 
with elementary 
and high 


schools administered separately. 


Officials from the elementary districts 


agreed with Dist. 214 officials that the 
Dist. 214 study is necessary to provide 
ammunition with which the boards can 
fight a unit district move in Dist. 59 if 
that would harm other school districts. 


In addition, Supt. Edward Grodsky of 


Prospect Heights Dist. 23 said other pos- 
sible kinds of reorganization may be sug-

Board Pres. Harry Peterson is the 


third incumbent up for relection. He has 
refused to say if he will run again.

PLANS FOR the study say that infor- 


mation will be gathered in 10 areas in-

Some of the areas will be 
studied by school district employes and 
others will require citizen's committes 
working with paid consultants, according 
to William Reid, Dist.

The state has indicated it will provide 


$3,500 for the study, Reid said, and an 
application for funding has been sent to 
the National Institute of Education, part 
of the U.S. Office of Education. 


Deadline for completion of the study is 


March, 1974. The study in Dist. 59 was 
originally scheduled for completion this 
week, but will probably be postponed un- 
til May 1. 


More than $9,000 has been contributed

Maine East High School is publishing a

Mount Prospect village officials have 


readied two annexations that could limit 
further expansion by Des Plaines west of 
Elmhurst Road. 


A joint public hearing has been set for 


March 16 before the plan commission 
and board of appeals to consider the re- 
zoning of the two properties subject to 
annexation. The properties would expand 
Mount Prospect boundaries south from 
Algonquin Road to Oakton Street. 


Owners of industrially developed prop- 


erty east of Nordic Road and southeast 
of Carboy Road are seeking industrial 
zoning from the village. Mayor Robert D. 
Teichert, who has worked for four years 
to get the agreements prepared for 
enactment, said they merely wish to con- 
form with the village's zoning ordi- 
nances. 


THE SECOND parcel, a 3l-acre site at 


the northwest corner of Oakton Street 
and Elmhurst Road, probably will be for 
either straight multi-family zoning or, 
more likely, multi-family planned unit 
development zoning, Teichert said. He 
said it would depend whether the current 
owner, a land trust, or the contract pur- 
chaser, Lincoln Property Inc., presented 
the plans to the commissions. 


The southwest corner of the inter- 


section is in Des Plaines, which would be 
prevented from annexing northward at 
that point if the northwest corner joins 
Mount Prospect. 


Teichert said the two properties should 


raise the tax base by between $100,000 to 
$200,000 to start with. (The current vil- 
lage tax base or assessed valuation is 
about $200 million. It was $157 million in 
1971, but that did not include new devel- 
opments or the New Town annexation 
area.) 


More importantly, Teichert said it 


would make Mount Prospect the logcal 
choice for other commercial and indus- 
trial developments' in the area, should 


they wish to annex to a municipality. If 
the annexations go through, Mount Pros- 
pect would surround on two sides the fol- 
lowing; United Air Lines, Bulk Oil, Ar- 
row Road Construction and Badger Pipe 
Line Co. 


TEICHERT SAID he feels these firms 


may want to join the village because of 
police and fire protection and water and 
sewer facilities. The annexations would 
"involve the extension of our water and 
sewer lines," Teichert said. 


"This annexation is the culmination of 


a whole plan to garner the industrial de- 
velopment to the south that was started 
by (then-mayor) C. 0. Schlaver," Tei- 
chert said. 


The commissions will be urged by Tei- 


chert to make their recommendations on 
the proposal as soon as possible. "The 
decision is not difficult. It has been 
worked on for four years and the impact 
is so important to the village," he said. 


THE ACTION of annexation may clear 


up a lawsuit that has been pending over 
annexations in that area since 1969. Des 
Plaines and United Air Lines filed objec- 
tions to annexations in the area by 
Mount Prospect in 1967 and 1969. United 
objected to the fact that part of its prop- 
erty south of Algonquin Road had been 
included in the then proposed annexa- 
tions. Des Plaines, hoping to stretch its 
boundaries west across Elmhurst Road 
to the same industrial areas, charged 
that Mount Prospect was strip annexing. 


Cook County Circuit Court Judge Helen 


McGillicuddy has had the matter under 
advisement since 1969, but Teichert pre- 
dicted the suit probably now will be dis- 
missed. 


"It will be the basis for a dimissal of 


the suit because we have given up the 
other annexation plan which included in- 
voluntary annexations. We now have a 
plan with a total voluntary annexation," 
he said. 
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Parks completing 
arrangements for 
ice arena vote 


Most of the arrangements have been 


made (or the Elk Grove Park District's 
newest effort to pass a referendum for 
an ice arena In the village — including 
the addition of a sixth precinct for the 
384 registered voters who reside west of 
Rte. 53. 


At a special meeting Thursday, board 


members agreed the two-part referen- 
dum on March 31 would include $685,000 
for the ice arena and $310,000 for park 
improvements, for a total of $995,000. 


Jack Claes, administrative director, 


said plans had to be made almost imme- 
diately if ballots were to be printed in 
time for absentee voters. The district 
will have only four weeks to prepare its 
proposals in its third try for the indoor 
skating facility. 


The new precinct voting place will 


probably be a trailer located across from 
the Centex sales office site. 


Board members hope to keep the tax 


levy for the referendum under $5 per 
$10.000 assessed valuation. A schedule of 
14-year bonding would be about $4.75, 
Claes said. The last referendum called 
for taxing at $5.89 for the same valu- 
ation. 


ARCHITECT ROLAND Schapanski ex- 


hibited plans for the 29,000 square-foot 
building at the meeting, and explained 
reasons for the location of various parts 
of the building. In addition to the 85x200- 
foot ke rink, there will be-spectator seat- 
ing, a retail sales office, food concession, 
public lockers and team locker rooms. 


Schapanski said the structure would be 


almost identical to one built recently in 
Winnetka. He said Winnetka keeps its fa- 
cility operating 10 months a year, closing 
only In July and August. 


A $25,000 sprinkling system is built into 


the plan, but Schapanski said alterna- 
tives might be available. He said village 
building codes would probably require 
sprinklers, but he felt other systems, 
such as smoke detectors, might be just 
as effective, since the building will be so 
close to the main fire station. It will also 
be built primarily of fire-resistant mate- 
rials. 


Schapanski's plans call for the building 


to be constructed in Disney park, just 
east of the Park district building. 


Board members asked Schapanski to 


experiment with different placement 
ideas as to how the building could be put

Dual districts9 


good points cited 


by FRED GACA 


A dual district arrangement has ad- 


vantages over a unit district setup for 
Northwest suburban school systems, 
Donald Strong, superintendent of Arling- 
ton Heights School Dlst. 25, believes. 


Strong made his remarks during a talk 


before the Citizens' Reorganization Study 
Committee for Elk Grove Township 
School Dlst. 59. The committee is study- 
ing the possibility of Dlst. 59 forming 
some type of unit school district. 


In a unit district, one school board and 


administration governs all grades, kin- 
dergarten through high school. Dist. 59 
now is part of a dual district and is re- 
sponsible only for grades K-8. High 
School Dist. 214 is responsible for all 
high school classes. 


Dist. 25 also is an elementary district 


within the Dist. 214 boundaries. 


Currently there are no unit districts in 


the Northwest suburbs. The study being 
done by Dist. 59 is the only one under- 
taken by an elementary district. Dist. 214 
has begun a study on the possible reorga- 
nization of the high school district. 


"If I found good tradeoffs for a unit 


district, I'd lead the charge," said 
Strong, "but I personally have not found 
very compelling reasons tor a unit." 


STRONG READ a list of advantages a 


dual system is supposed to have over a 
unit district. The list was compiled by 
Dist. 214. 


Generally, the recommendations cen- 


terd on the belief that in a dual system 
each board and administration is able to 


specialized its area of concern. With two 
school boards serving the community 
there is twice as much representation 
and access to the public. 


Strong said that when he was going to 


college, he was taught that a unit system 
was inherently superior to a dual system 
because there would be a unified educa- 
tional program. But after more than 20 
years as an educator, half the time in 
unit systems and half in dual districts, 
he no longer believes a unit district is 
necessarily better for education. 


STRONG AGREED with the statement 


in the Dist. 214 listing that cooperation 
among districts in a dual system is bet- 
ter than in a unit because dual districts 
work harder at cooperation, while a unit 
system tends to assume cooperation is 
taking place. 


In a unit system, Strong said, there is 


a disproportionate emphasis on the high 
schools at the expense of the elementary 
schools. With the two boards in a dual 
sysem, emphasis tends to be balanced. 


Strong admitted that the key to the op- 


eration of any school district, unit or 
dual, is the personnel involved. A sensi- 
tive, responsive school board and a com- 
petent administration are required for 
any district to be successful. 


"I've seen great unit districts and I've 


seen lousy ones. I've seen great dual dis- 
tricts and I've seen lousy ones," said 
Strong. 


Strong said a district should not 


change from dual to unit without a good 
reason that the district believes is cor- 
rect.

Village control urged for Devon-53 development 


The Devon-53 multimillion dollar hous- 


ing project should be developed under 
village control, Elk Grove Village presi- 
dential candidates Richard McGrenera 
and Charles Zettek told some 60 persons 
Thursday at a candidates' night spon- 
sored by the village Jaycees. 


However, Robert "Bud" Lindahl, an- 


other presidential contender, told the au- 
dience be "opposed any high rises in the 
village that would bring in a population 
that we can't handle." 


The proposed Devon-53 project at De- 


von Avenue and 111. Rte. 53 consists of 
single-family homes and multi-family 
buildings, including four 12-story struc- 
tures. Most of the land currently is in 
unincorporated Cook County, and the de- 
velopers have petitioned the village for 
annexation. 


SPEAKING AT the Brass Rail Restau- 


r a n t on Arlington Heights Road, 
McGrenera told residents, "Most of what 
the candidates here say we need, the in- 
cumbents say we already have." 


McGrenera, of 670 Versailles Circle, 


said a presidential commission was 


needed to utilize the tremendous amount 
of knowledge in the village. 


"With a group like that, wielding this 


strength in money, contacts and ex- 
pertise, can you imagine the county, 
township, state, and even the federal 
government in some cases, ignoring us?" 
he said. 


Lindahl, of 690 Versailles Circle, said if 


elected president he would establish of- 
fice hours for complaints two nights a 
month so residents could see the village 
president directly about problems. 


Lindahl said that when he ran for 


trustee two years ago he advocated a 
transportation system for the village, but 
no system has yet been established. He 
said he would get a bus service for the 
village if elected. 


INCUMBENT Pres. Zettek, 44 Wood- 


crest Ln., said federal revenue sharing 
monies should be used to purchase two 
buses and subsidize a dial-a-bus system 
in the village. He said the service would 
particularly benefit the senior citizens. 


The federal revenue sharing funds also 


could be used for mental health and to 


hire an engineer for flood control in the 
village, Zettek said. 


Zettek personally attacked the quali- 


fications of his two opponents, saying 
their past activities with civic organiza- 
tions in the village did not necessarily 
make them fit to serve as village presi- 
dent. 


Asked about the Elk Grove Township 


government's services to the village, 
Lindahl said he felt the village takes 
care of the township more than the town- 
ship takes care of the village. However, 
he said township government was needed 
to serve unincorporated areas. 


THE LEAGUE of Women Voters has 


advocated abolishing township govern- 
ment, but Zettek said the township will 
perpetuate itself as long as it can give 
services. McGrenera told the residents 
he believed in home rule, and the town- 
ship was close to the people. 


In the race for three four-year trustee 


seats, Melvin Bytnar, 39, of 236 Well- 
ington Ave., stressed he was running as 
an independent and would not be bound 
to any ties or interests. 


"This is the first time I've run for a 


public office, and I'm doing it because I 
feel the village can benefit from a new 
perspective," Bytnar said. "The trustee* 
have done a good joo in identifying the 
problems, but it is time for a change 
when salt has not been spread after a 
snowfall and mosquitos take over our 
patios." 


McCarthy, 18, of 917 Ridge Ct, said he 


had the antique status among the candi- 
dates of growing up in the village. He 
> 


said he felt his age and the fact that he 
was a student at University of Illinois, 
Chicago Circle Campus, would benefit 
the village because he was not tied to a 
40-hour work week. 


MCCARTHY SAID he supported using 


a house west of Rte. 53 as a temporary 
fire station. He said the village could use 
a professional land planner, and he en- 
dorsed the Upper Salt Creek Watershed 
Project to relieve flooding in the area. 


"I don't support the Devon-53 project 


to annex into the village as it presently

areas of the two-year-old hotel, including 
the main lobby, was extensive. Two 
Rosemont firemen were treated for mi- 
nor injuries they received while fighting 
the fire. 


THE 31-MAN Rosemont department 


was assisted by units from Leyden and 
Norwood Townships along with depart- 
ments from Des Plaines, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, Park Ridge and Schiller Park in 
fighting the blaze, which was finally ex- 
tinguished about 8 a.m. Friday. 


Workers were clearing rubble away 


from the lounge in the wake of the blaze 
Friday afternoon. The hotel's upper 
floors suffered smoke damage and car- 
peting in the lobby had become water- 
logged. 


Paul Tang, an assistant hotel man- 


ager, said the Hyatt House was operating 
Friday afternoon with guests leaving and 
entering as usual. 


"We're, back to normal operation now 


and most of the employes .are just doing 
their normal duties." He added however, 
that cleanup crews of more than 100 
workers would be working around the 
clock. 


Tang also said shows scheduled for the 


lounge will not be canceled but will prob- 
ably be moved to one of the hotel's ball- 
rooms.

A new "zero plus" dialing system was 


made available to Elk Grove Village 
residents Saturday. 


With the new system, a person making 


a collect, person-to-person, credit card or 
bill-to-third-party phone call can dial 
"zero" first. The person then dials the 
area code and normal seven-digit num- 
ber. 


While the call is being completed, an 


operator will come on the line and deter- 
mine the type of call being made. The 
operator will then link the call to a com- 
puter for billing purposes. 


The following phone prefixes will be 


able to use the new system: 437, 439, 952, 
956, 569 and 593. 


Under the old system, a person had to 


dial the operator and give her the phone 
number. The operator then completed 
the call. 


Howard Hammer, spokesman for Illi- 


nois Bell, said the new system will per- 
mit calls to be completed up to 30 per 
cent faster. He said billing will be almost 
100 per cent correct, since the human 
element will be removed with the com- 
puter doing the billing. 


Hammer said a person wanting to 


make a direct, station-to-station call will 
dial in the usual manner — first the area 
code and then the seven-digit phone num- 
ber.

since the incident suffering from appar- 
ent self-inflicted cuts on her wrists and 
throat. She had been unconscious since 
Monday when Edfors found her and 
both girls. Her condition at one point had 
been listed as critical, the result of psy- 
chological depression rather than physi- 
cal injuries, spokesmen at Northwest 
Community Hospital said. 


A spokesman for the state's attorney's 


office has since described her condition 
as good.

Candidates learning election 
lacking in important issues

If issues are what generate political 


campaigns, then the races for alderman- 
ic seats in Roiling Meadows may be de- 
veloping into non-campaigns. Candidates 
running in the city's five wards in the 
April 17 election are in general agree- 
ment there are no major issues in this 
year's municipal races. 


Because of this, Incumbents say they 


will be running on the basis of their 
records and city council experience, 
while the challengers say their efforts 
will be aimed at convincing voters to 
vote for them instead. 


"I've been sitting back waiting for the 


issues to come forth," Mrs. Dean Wan- 
dersee, candidate for the 1st Ward alder- 
manic seat, said Friday. "There don't 
seem to be any." Mrs. Wandersee said 
her campaign so far has consisted of sur- 
veying residents in the ward to find out 
what they think the city's concerns 
should be. 


"THEY MIGHT not necessarily be- 


come Issues, but they're things people 
are concerned about," Mrs. Wandersee 
said. Mrs. Wandersee said she would use 
the results of the survey as a basis for 
her work on the council, if elected. 


The Incumbent in the 1st Ward. Merrill 


Wuerch, said too, he sees no real issues 


in the campaign. "I'll be running strictly 
on my record and on my experience," he 
said. 


The only candidate who will be running 


unopposed, Aid. Thomas Waldron (2nd), 
said he thinks challengers will have a 
difficult time evolving issues. Waldron 
said he doesn't think there are any mat- 
ters which could be debated before the 
election. 


Some arguments will probably be 


raised, however Waldron said, because of 
the difficulty challengers will have in de- 
feating incumbents. 


"I'M GOING to stress my record and 


the advancements the city has made," 
Waldron said of his own campaign.

Eberhard's 3rd Ward challenger, Rich- 


ard Nolan, said he will be concentrating 
on reaching people in his ward rather 
than on issues. "Basically there are no 
issues," he said. "There are no terrific,

Apparent suicide

The incident was the fourth homicide 


in the city this year. One other was an 
apparent suicide, and two involved the 
murder of Pamela and Debbie Edfors in 
their home last week.

We 
will now have the right to hold a person 
until the Rolling Meadows Police Depart- 
ment can be called, he explained. 


The appointment of the three police of- 


ficers is effective until May 1,1973.

In the 4th Ward, incumbent Daniel We-

Three Fountains apartments complexes 
to permit left turns onto Algonquin. "It's 
apparent to me that money is the only 
thing that is delaying this," Corral said. 
"That's the one issue that has me upset 
now because it's been going on for so 
long and should have been done long 
ago." 


As far as funding for the center, Corral 


said he "wants to wait to see" what 
course city officials take. He said he will 
not make an issue of funding the center 
unless circumstances warrant a dis- 
cussion.

Groundbreaking set for new complex

Ground will be broken in from two to 


six weeks for the first of two 11-story 
office buildings in WoodfleM Place in 
Schaumburg, and a convention-note' !s 
expected to open its doors there within 18 
months. 


Robert Wislow, project leasing man- 


ager, Friday announced the anticipated 
construction schedule for the 27.3-acre 
development along Mall Drive between 
Higgins and Woodfield roads in Schaum- 
burg. 


The first of the office buildings is to 


open in March, 1974, along with a build- 
ing housing from four to six restaurants 
and a health club. Construction is to 
start on the hotel in mid-summer this 
year, and it is to open approximately a 
year later. Three retail buildings are to 
be erected as tenants are confirmed, said 
Wislow, with a final completion date for 
the entire complex in 1980. 


THE TOTAL development is valued at 


about $50 million, and Is to provide an 
estimated 2 million square feet of' floor 
space. 


The 550,000 square feet of retail space 


will be anchored with a major tenant of 
high-price range merchandise, according 
to Wislow. He noted the development will 
be just past the Lord and Taylor exten- 
sion of Woodfhld Mall, and indicated he 
expects the m-ijor retail tenant of Wood- 
field Place to be a step up from Lord and 
Taylor. While he declined to name pros- 
pective tenants, he agreed the firm is 
negotiating with firms both new and fa- 
miliar to metropolitan Chicago. He would 
neither confirm or deny Neiman-Marcus 
Co. is among possible tenants. 


No tenants have been signed for any 


portion of the complex, said Wislow, al- 
though negotiations are approaching that 
stage with prospective operators of the 
convention center — hotel. 


The hotel will provide from 250 to 300 


rooms, and will service both Schaum- 
burg area businessmen and those from 
Chicago. Wislow expects it will draw 
some of Chicago's convention business, 
with its access to the city via three ex- 


pressway routes and to O'Hare Field via 
two.

Derda said there are 135 members

The director said the park district

good points cited

A dual district arrangement has ad- 


vantages over a unit district setup for 
Northwest suburban school systems, 
Donald Strong, superintendent of Arling- 
ton Heights School Dist. 25, believes. 


Strong made his remarks during a talk 


before the Citizens' Reorganization Study 
Committee for Elk Grove Township 
School Dist. 59. The committee is study- 
ing the possibility of Dist. 59 forming 
some type of unit school district. 


In a unit district, one school board and 


administration governs all grades, kin- 
dergarten through high school. Dist. 59 
now is part of a dual district and is re- 
sponsible only for grades K-8. High 
School Dist. 214 is responsible for all 
high school classes. 


Dist. 25 also is an elementary district 


within the Dist. 214 boundaries. 


Currently there are no unit districts in 


Uw Northwest suburbs. The study being 
done by Dist. 59 is the only one under- 
taken by an elementary district. Dist. 214 
has begun a study on the possible reorga- 
nization of the high school district. 


"If I found good tradeoffs for a unit 


district, I'd lead the charge," said 
Strong, "but I personally have not found 
very compelling reasons for a unit." 


STRONG READ a list of advantages a 


dual system is supposed to have over a 
unit district. The list was compiled by 
Dist. 214. 


Generally, the recommendations cen- 


terd on the belief that in a dual system 
each board and administration is able to 


specialized its area of concern. With two 
school boards serving the community 
there is twice as much representation 
and access to the public. 


Strong said that when he was going to 


college, he was taught that a unit system 
was inherently superior to a dual system 
because there would be a unified educa- 
tional program. But after more than 20 
years as an educator, half the time in 
unit systems and half in dual districts, 
he no longer believes a unit district is 
necessarily better for education. 


STRONG AGREED with the statement 


in the Dist. 214 listing that cooperation 
among districts in a dual system is bet- 
ter than in a unit because dual districts 
work harder at cooperation, while a unit 
system tends to assume cooperation is 
taking place. 


In a unit system, Strong said, there is 


a disproportionate emphasis on the high 
schools at the expense of the elementary 
schools. With the two boards in a dual 
sysem, emphasis tends to be balanced. 


Strong admitted that the key to the op- 


eration of any school district, unit or 
dual, is the personnel involved. A sensi- 
tive, responsive school board and a com- 
petent administration are required for 
any district to be successful. 


"I've seen great unit districts and I've 


seen lousy ones. I've seen great dual dis- 
tricts and I've seen lousy ones," said 
Strong. 


Strong said a district should not 


change from dual to unit without a good 
reason that the district believes is cor- 
rect. 


School credibility survey? 


A questionnaire surveying the opinions 


of Mount Prospect Dist. 57 residents on 
school board credibility, finances and 
curriculum will be one of the main topics 
of discussion at the Dist.

PATROLMAN Warren Fischer, local 


CCPA chapter head, said Friday the fact 
that the policemen will be getting a writ- 
ten contract has caused much of the de- 
lay.

Retention lake 
weighed for 
golf course 


A stormwater retention lake may be 


built on the golf course at the Mount 
Prospect Country Club. 


Public Works Director David Creamer 


has been working with park district offi- 
cials on plans to locate a retention lake 
in the triangle formed by the fairways of 
holes three, four and five. The location is 
almost due east of Estates Drive, Crea- 
mer said, and is along the current course 
of storm water across the golf course. 


Most of the water comes from the out- 


fall of the West Park retention basin and 
flows down Estates, through the golf 
course and to Welter Creek. Creamer 
said the idea is to slow up the amount of 
water that gets to the creek during a 
heavy rainfall. 


"We've been talking about it for some 


time," Paul Caldwell, assistant park di- 
rector, said this week. "We've had to 
close the area before after heavy rains 
had flooded up onto the fairways and into 
the greens."

The Citizens Action Committee Against 


Flooding scuttled plans for a 100-acre re- 
tention lake last week after the Metro- 


politan Sanitary District (MSD) said it 
would not pay the $5.8 million construc- 
tion cost of the $9.8 million project. 


The committee has substituted a 66- 


acre, dry-bottom rentention basin which 
MSD officials say they would be willing 
to fund at $2.5 to $3 million. The pro- 
posed basin is part of a $12.245 million 


Pioneer Park flood project 
depends on referendum OK 


Village officials are promising that 


there will be a flood control project at 
Pioneer Park, if a proposed $12.245 mil- 
lion referendum is approved. 


The Arlington Heights Park Board has 


voted against using five acres of the 
park for a retention basin, but Trustee 
Frank Palmatier says non-referendum 
bonds could be used for underground re- 
tention if the board is not willing to 
change its mind. 


Estimated cost of an underground ba- 


sin has been given as $1-»1.5 million, but 
could run higher. 


Palmatier, chairman of the Citizens 


Action Commitee Against Flooding, said 
the village board could tap its $3 million 
reserve of non-referendum bonds to pay 
for underground storm water storage. 


THE MONEY would only be allocated, 


however, if a $12,245 million flood control 
bond issue is approved in a referendum 
April 3, Palmatier said. 


The proposal was made to insure that 


there will be storm water retention, in 
one form or another, in the Pioneer Park 
area if the referendum is approved. The 
support of Pioneer Park residents is seen 
as important to the success of the bond 
issue. 


The citizens action committee has as- 


signed $1.085,000 for a surface basin at 
Pioneer Park In the $12 million package. 
T h e figure includes $125,000 com- 
pensation for the five acres of park land 
that would be used for the basin. 


The park board, however, has said it 


opposes a surface basin at the park.

cannot be built at the park. 


If the board does not change its posi- 


tion but does accept the underground re- 
tention, then the $1,085,000 worth of 
bonds for the surface basin will not be 
sold, Palmatier said. 


A SURFACE basin at Pioneer Park is 


preferable to underground storage for a 
number of reasons, accodding to Palm- 
atier. These include cost, overflow stor- 
age capacity and the fact that relatively 
little is known about the engineering of 
underground storm water retention. 


The park board, however, fears that a 


surface basin would be too large an in- 
cursion into heavily used park property. 


Palmatier suggested that the com- 


pensation money could be used to ac- 
quire open land around the Wilke-Kirch- 
hoff retention basin which is relatively 
near the Pioneer Park area. 


The citizens action committee felt 


strongly that Pioneer Park had to be in- 
cluded hi the referendum package, both 
to woo support of voters in that area and 
to relieve severe flooding conditions 
around the park. 


Because the engineering work for an 


underground basin could not be com- 
pleted in time for an April 3 referendum, 
the committee agreed to include the sur- 
face basin and hope that the park board 
will reverse its 3-2 decision to oppose the 
basin. 


flood control package that is likely to be 
the subject of an April 3 referendum. 


With the MSD contribution, the total 


package comes to slightly more than $15 
million. 


THE PROPOSED BASIN would be 


constructed along McDonald Creek, east 
of Windsor Drive and south of the Com- 
monwealth Edison right-of-way.

We 
can use other means," Palmatier said, 
adding it would be inconsistent to include 
$3 million for recreation in what was oth- 
erwise entirely a flood control bond pack- 
age.

School official cites good 
points of dual districts 


by FRED GACA 


A dual district arrangement has ad- 


vantages over a unit district setup for 
Northwest suburban school systems, 
Donald Strong, superintendent of Arling- 
ton Heights School Dist. 25, believes. 


Strong made his remarks during a talk 


before the Citizens' Reorganization Study 
Committee for Elk Grove Township 
School Dist. 59. The committee is study- 
ing the possibility of Dist. 59 forming 
some type of unit school district. 


In a unit district, one school board and 


administration governs all grades, kin- 
dergarten through high school. Dist. 59 
now is part of a dual district and is re- 
sponsible only for grades K-8. High 
School Dist. 214 is responsible for all 
high school classes. 


Dist. 25 also is an elementary district 


within the Dist. 214 boundaries. 


Currerily there are no unit districts in 


the Northwest suburbs. The study being 
done by Dist. 59 is the only one under- 
taken by an elementary district. Dist. 214 
has begun a study on the possible reorga- 
nization of the high school district. 


"If I found good tradeoffs for a unit 


district, I'd lead the charge," said 
Strong, "but I personally have not found 
very compelling reasons for a unit." 


STRONG READ a list of advantages a 


dual system is supposed to have over a 
unit district. The list was compiled by 
Dist. 214. 


Generally, the recommendations cen- 


terd on the belief that in a dual system 
each board and administration is able to 


specialized its area of concern. With two 
school boards serving the community 
there is twice as much representation 
and access to the public. 


Strong said that when he was going to 


college, he was taught that a unit system 
was inherently superior to a dual system 
because there would be a unified educa- 
tional program. But after more than 20 
years as an educator, half the time in 
unit systems and half in dual districts, 
he no longer believes a unit district is 
necessarily better for education. 


STRONG AGREED with the statement 


in the Dist. 214 listing that cooperation 
among districts in a dual system is bet- 
ter than in a unit because dual districts 
work harder at cooperation, while a unit 
system tends to assume cooperation is 
taking place. 


In a unit system, Strong said, there is 


a disproportionate emphasis on the high 
schools at the expense of the elementary 
schools. With the two boards in a dual 
sysem, emphasis tends to be balanced. 


Strong admitted that the key to the op- 


eration of any school district, unit or 
dual, is the personnel involved. A sensi- 
tive, responsive school board and a com- 
petent administration are required for 
any district to be successful. 


"I've seen great unit districts and I've 


seen lousy ones. I've seen great dual dis- 
tricts and I've seen lousy ones," said 
Strong. 


Strong' said a district should not 


change from dual to unit without a good 
reason that the district believes is cor- 
rect.

Groundbreaking set for new complex

Ground will be broken in from two to 


six weeks for the first of two 11-story 
office buildings in Woodfield Place in 
Schaumburg, and a convention-hotel is 
expected to open its doors there within 18 
months. 


Robert Wislow, project leasing man- 


ager, Friday announced the anticipated 
construction schedule for the 27.3-acre 
development along Mall Drive between 
Higgins and Woodfield roads in Schaum- 
burg. 


•The first of the office buildings is to 


open In March, 1974, along with a build- 
ing housing from four to six restaurants 
and a health club. Construction is to 
start on the hotel in mid-summer this 
year, and it is to open approximately a 
year later. Three retail buildings are to 
be erected as tenants are confirmed, said 
Wislow, with a final completion date for 
the entire complex in 1980. 


THE TOTAL development is valued at 


about $50 million, and is to provide an 
estimated 2 million square feet of floor 
space. 


The 550,000 square feet of retail space 


will be anchored with a major tenant of 
high-price range merchandise, according 


to Wislow. He noted the development will 
be just past the Lord and Taylor exten- 
sion of Woodfield Mall, and indicated he 
expects the major retail tenant of Wood- 
field Place to be a step up from Lord and 
Taylor. While he declined to name pros- 
pective tenants, he agreed the firm is 
negotiating with firms both new and fa- 
miliar to metropolitan Chicago. He would 
neither confirm or deny Neiman-Marcus 
Co. is among possible tenants. 


No tenants have been signed for any 


portion of the complex, said Wislow, al- 
though negotiations are approaching that 
stage with prospective operators of the 
convention center — hotel. 


The hotel will provide from 250 to 300 


rooms, and will service both Schaum- 
burg area businessmen and those from 
Chicago. Wislow expects it will draw 
some of Chicago's convention business, 
with its access to the city via three ex- 
pressway routes and to O'Hare Field via 
two. 


HE NOTED 111. Rte. 53 connections 


with the Kennedy Expressway, the fu- 
ture Elgin O'Hare Expressway and the 
Eisenhower Expressway. 


Winslow termed the new development 


a total business community, not limiting 
itself to office space and parking areas 


but providing all the amenities to serve 
the needs and desires of business person- 
nel. 


The health club will include sauna 


baths, a swimming pool, handball and in- 
door tennis courts and an exercise gym- 
nasium, to serve the Woodfield working 
community as well as the general public. 


WHILE WISLOW termed the office 


buildings speculative, he said they are 
more comparable with office buildings 
designed for a particular tenant, in that 
they will have bronze tinted windows, 
bronze window framing, special beating 
components to compensate for such fac- 
tors as intensity of sunlight and other de- 
tailing not generally offered in specula- 
tive structures. 


At the same time, said Wislow, the 


buildings are designed for maximum use 


of floor space, with central elevators and 
corridors only as required by tenants, to 
permit competitive rental rates. Rental 
in the office building will range from 
$7.50 to $8.50 per square foot, except on 
the first floor, he said. The building will 
total 180,000 square feet of office space, 
with 16,500 square feet per floor. Wis- 
low's firm will establish offices in one 
floor of the building, he said.

ites, Ltd., while developer is Equity Con- 
trol Corp. of 208 S. LaSalle, Chicago. IDC 
Real Estate which Wislow represents, is 
the leasing and management firm. De- 
signs are by Hammond Beeby & Associ- 
ates of Chicago and Carson /Oda Associ- 
ates, which has been architect for other 
IDC-leased projects.

An investigation of the blaze that dev- 


astated the plush Regency Hyatt House 
Hotel in Rosemont was begun Friday as 
evidence of five separate fires was found 
in the hotel's Blue Max lounge. Arson is 
now suspected. 


Damage to the hotel, originally put at 


$300,000 for the lounge alone, was esti- 
mated at up to $1.5 million Saturday, ac- 
cording to Rosemont Fire Chief Roy 
Evans. 


Investigators from the state fire mar- 


shal's office said Saturday that evidence 
of fires started by a flammable liquid 
was found in the second floor show 
lounge, site of the blaze which routed al- 
most 1,000 guests from the Hyatt House 
early Friday. 


Smoke and water damage to other 


areas of the two-year-old hotel, including 
the main lobby, was extensive. Two 
Rosemont firemen were treated for mi- 
nor injuries they received while fighting 
the fire. 


THE 31-MAN Rosemont department 


was assisted by units from Leyden and 
Norwood Townships along with depart- 
ments from Des Plaines, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, Park Ridge and Schiller Park in 
fighting the blaze, which was finally ex- 
tinguished about 8 a.m. Friday. 


Workers were clearing rubble away 


from the lounge in the wake of the blaze 
Friday afternoon. The hotel's upper 
floors suffered smoke damage and car- 
peting in the lobby had become water- 
logged. 


Paul Tang, an assistant hotel man- 


ager, said the Hyatt House was operating 
Friday afternoon with guests leaving and 
entering as usual. 


"We're back to normal operation now 


and most of the employes are just doing 
their normal duties." He added however, 
that cleanup crews of more than 100 
workers would be working around the 
clock. 


Tang also said shows scheduled for the 


lounge will not be canceled but will prob- 
ably be moved to one of the hotel's ball- 
rooms. 


Trumpeter Ray Anthony had been ap- 


pearing at the Blue Max and singer John 
Gary is slated for a March 12 appear- 
ance there.
